Reporters Nabbed in Sweep 


Law and Order 
Collapses, 

Police Response 
Questioned

Ire over the massive police 
response to a pre-demonstra¬ 
tion gathering in the Mission 
on May 1 has Police Chief 
Richard Hongisto in the hot 
seat. 

About 580 people were ar¬ 
rested after police ordered a 
crowd gathered at Mission 
and 24th streets to protest the 
Rodney King verdict to dis¬ 
perse at 6:40 p.m. Most of 
those arrested were charged 
with misdemeanor failure to 
disperse and unlawful assem¬ 
bly and jailed at Santa Rita 
County Jail facility in Alame¬ 
da County for more than 30 
hours. 

Civil liberties attorneys, 
some members of the Board 
of Supervisors and people ar¬ 
rested along Mission Street, 
including activists, neighbor¬ 
hood residents and by¬ 
standers, charge the mass ar¬ 
rests were a gross violation of 
civil liberties. 

Others, including Mayor 
Frank Jordan, City Attorney 
Louise Renne and District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith, say that 
even though innocent people, 
including neighborhood resi¬ 
dents and bystanders, were 
caught up in the action, the 
police sweep was legal and 
necessary. 

“There is a possibility that 
some innocent people were 
caught up in the process,” Jor¬ 
dan said. “The overwhelming 
issue was to protect life and 
property. Good judgment, 
common sense and good po¬ 
lice practices were used.”

The San Francisco Police 
Department says that it made 
every effort to identify and re¬ 
lease members of the work¬ 
ing press who were arrested 
on May 1 during the state of 
emergency. 

Among those arrested 
were Bay Times reporter 
Tim Kingston, Business 
Week magazine Bureau Chief 
Russell Mitchell, San Francis¬ 
co Weekly photographer 
David Keenan and reporters 
Paige Bierma and Jennifer 
Salazar, and news intern Au¬ 
drey Wong. 

“It’s just absolutely unbe¬ 
lievable,” SF Weekly Editor 
Marcelo Rodriguez said. “No 
one heard an order to dis¬ 


perse. How can you hear an 
order that was given on the 
corner of 24th and Mission 
when you’re on Mission be¬ 
tween 21st and 22nd?” 

“The SF Weekly staff 
were all freelancers on assign¬ 
ment and while they did not 
have San Francisco Police 
Department press credentials, 
they were carrying docu¬ 
ments that clearly identified 
them as working press,” Ro¬ 
driguez told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

Yet, when the staffers 
were caught up in the sweep 
and ordered to move and did 
so, they found themselves fac¬ 
ing another line of police. 

“They were told to move 
and they did but they were 
moved into a line of cops and 


all were placed under arrest. 
No matter what they said, 
they were taken off,” Ro¬ 
driguez said. 

Keenan had his camera 
opened while he was in Santa 
Rita Jail where he and 
staffers were held for 38 
hours. 

“I don’t understand this. 
He was doing his work. Yeah, 
I’m angry that members of 
the working press were ar¬ 
rested but I’m not sure I have 
a right to be any more angry 
about that than the arrests of 
poor people in the Mission 
who got caught up in it. I just 
don’t get this. I don’t get it,” 
Rodriguez said. 

The SF Weekly staffers

Ironically, the acquittal of 
the four Los Angeles police 
officers involved in the beat¬ 
ing of motorist Rodney King 
has driven the issue of police 
accountability and miscon-

duct into the heart of San 
Francisco. San Francisco po¬ 
lice are now under scrutiny. 

While businesspeople were 
rightfully concerned that 
Thursday night’s violence 
would recur and police were 
under the gun to make sure 
stores’ windows and mo¬ 
torists’ windshields were pro¬ 
tected, they didn’t need to dis¬ 
regard protecting the public’s 
civil liberties. By Friday 
night, most of the rage re¬ 
garding the King verdict had 
passed in San Francisco. This 
isn’t Los Angeles. Police over¬ 
reacted on Mission Street and 
people were treated as guilty 
until proven innocent. 

But first, the obligatory 
comments. The King verdict 
was wrong. The officers who 
did the beating are guilty. A 
federal trial on civil rights vi¬ 
olations should and will pro¬ 
ceed. Regardless of what 
some legal experts say about 
how hard it will be to find 
them guilty in such a federal 
case, they will be found guilty 
because no jury in its right 
mind would be able to live 
with the consequences of 
what would happen if they 
found the officers not guilty. 
Police misconduct has gone 
unchecked for too long. The 
Reagan and Bush administra-

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LA Gays 
React to Verdict

LOS ANGELES - The 
whole world was watching as 
an almost all-white Simi Val¬ 
ley jury delivered its verdict 
April 29 in the case of four 
white Los Angeles police offi¬ 
cers charged with excessively 
beating black motorist Rod¬ 
ney King. 

Sgt. Stacey Koon — not 
guilty. Officer Timothy Wind 
— not guilty. Officer Theodore 
Briseno — not guilty. And Of¬ 
ficer Laurence Powell, who is 
shown delivering the most ba¬ 
ton blows on the now famous 
81-second videotape of the 
beating — not guilty. 

The jury was deadlocked 
on one excessive force charge 


against Powell and Los Ange¬ 
les Superior Court Judge 
Bernard Weissman declared a 
mistrial on that count. 

As of May 6, 58 people 
have died as a result of that 
verdict. But the death toll 
may rise as 2,383 people were 
reported injured, 227 critical¬ 
ly, in the worst rioting in U.S. 
history. 

The cost is not only hu¬ 
man. By one estimate, the 
cost in damages from fires, 
looting, vandalism, loss of 
property, loss of jobs, loss of 
revenues and salaries, plus 
overtime for city, state and 
federal employees handling 
the emergency, may exceed 
one billion dollars. Property

Migden Calls for Change in Bill 
That Threatens AIDS Funding

Supervisor Carole Migden 
has called on Assembly 
Speaker Willie Brown to 
amend a proposed Assembly 
bill that threatens $15.5 mil¬ 
lion in federal AIDS funds al¬ 
located for California. 

The federal AIDS funds 
would be lost because states 
are required to maintain 
AIDS funding levels in order 
to qualify for the funds. 

AB 2346, introduced by 
Brown, would cut all state 
AIDS programs by 6 percent 
for each $645 million in state 
budget shortfalls. Brown’s leg¬ 
islation proposes three such 
triggers up to a total of 18 
percent if the budget shortfall 


reaches $2 billion. 

“If California’s AIDS budget 
suffers $1 in cuts as a 
result of the AB 2346 trigger,” 
Migden told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, “$15.5 million in 
CARE Act funds would be 
lost.” 

San Francisco would lose 
an estimated $685,000 in Ryan 
White CARE Act funds and 
many counties would lose the 
only federal AIDS funding 
they receive, according to 
Regina Aragon of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation. 

“For many counties, these 
federal dollars are the major 
source of AIDS care,” Aragon 
said. “It spells disaster.” 

Migden called for the 
amendment to “exempt any 


program from trigger cuts 
where the subsequent loss of 
federal dollars would be 
equal to or greater than state 
cuts in state General Fund 
savings.” 

Migden said that she be¬ 
lieves the bill will be amend¬ 
ed. 

“I spoke with Speaker 
Brown and put the AIDS 
Coalition in touch with his 
budget person and the person 
who writes the language of 
the bills,” she said. 

The state AIDS budget 
proposed by the California 
Senate is $140 million. Gov. 
Pete Wilson proposes $125 
million. ▼

Fighting the Military Ban

In protest against Depart¬ 
ment of Defense Policy 
1332.1, which prohibits gays, 
lesbians and bisexuals from 
serving in the armed forces, 
a broad coalition of lesbian, 
gay and bisexual civil rights 
organizations held simultane¬ 
ous bi-coastal demonstrations 
May 3 at Treasure Island in 
San Francisco and at the Pen¬ 
tagon in Washington. 

“1993 marks the 50th an¬ 
niversary of this brutal and 
repressive discriminatory pol¬ 
icy,” Kate Dyer, former aide 
to Congressman Gerry Studds, 
told the San Francisco 
gathering, which was prompt¬ 
ed by the recent Navy “witch 
hunt” against gay men. “The 
military says that homosexu¬ 
ality is incompatible with mil¬ 
itary service, yet every single 
study they have performed to 
prove their point has proven 
the opposite. A 1990 report 
shows that gays serve just as 
well or better than their het¬ 
erosexual counterparts.” 

Organizers say that in the 
past two months as many as 
40 sailors and officers at the 
U.S. Navy base in Yokosuka, 
Japan, have been drawn into . 
a “witch hunt” that began 
when two sailors were caught 
having sex, pleaded guilty to 
“commitingsodomy and inde¬ 
cent acts,” were court mar- 
tialed, and were sentenced to 
four and five months respec- 
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tively of hard labor. 

Through a plea agreement 
under which their sentences 
were reduced, they both fin¬ 
gered three others who they 
said were gay, one of whom 
named 15 more. And those 
named have been threatened 
with dishonorable discharge 
if they don’t give the names 
of others who are gay. 

So far, 11 other sailors 
aboard the Blue Ridge and 
the Independence, the two 
ships stationed at Yokosuka, 
have been discharged for ho¬ 
mosexuality, and 30 more are 
under investigation. 

According to the chief of 
naval information, about 500 
officers and sailors are dis¬ 
charged annually for being 
gay. 

“Having lived through six 
months of hell in the U.S. 
Navy as they attempted to en¬ 
trap me for homosexuality, I 
can say that the experience of 
these sailors in Japan is truly 
a tragedy,” Greg Scott, a gay 
activist who spoke at the Pen¬ 
tagon rally, said. 

According to Allan 
Berube, a military historian 
and author of “Coming Out 
Under Fire,” Treasure Island 
has historically been a focal 
point for the military’s anti¬ 
gay policy, and has often 
served as the place at which 
those convicted of homosexu¬ 
ality were held, beaten, 
threatened with execution, 
and psychologically harassed 


in a “long history by the mil¬ 
itary of putting homosexuals 
on public display for public 
ridicule.” 

“This is not merely dis¬ 
crimination, but active perse¬ 
cution of a despised minority 
to destroy their self-respect 
and their lives, and to teach 
heterosexuals to systematical¬ 
ly hate and shun queers,” he 
said. “It’s paid for with tax 
dollars and upheld by the 
courts.” 

“We have to take a stand 
and speak for people who 
haven’t yet found a voice. I 
was lucky enough to find 
mine and stand up against the 
injustice, and now I can help 
others,” Donna Jackson, who 
served in Operation Desert 
Storm, was later discharged 
for being an out lesbian, and 
who is perhaps best known 
for posing in On Our Backs in 
and out of fatigues, told the 
Treasure Island demonstra¬ 
tion. 

Berube added that the 
demonstrations in San Fran¬ 
cisco and Washington mark 
the opening of an important 
fourth front in the battle 
against the military’s anti-gay 
policy, in addition to the col¬ 
lege campus campaigns 
against ROTC, the mobiliza¬ 
tion of active-duty personnel 
against the ban, and growing 
congressional opposition to 
the policy.

Video Recounts ACT UP's 
Work for Prisoners 


Gay Pride Parade 
To Solicit Funds

For the first time in its 22- 
year history, the annual San 
Francisco Lesbian and Gay 
Pride Parade will become a 
community fundraiser, ac¬ 
cording to a co-chair of the 
annual event. 

Twelve yet-to-be-named lo¬ 
cal lesbian and gay or AIDS- 
related non-profit organiza¬ 
tions will receive proceeds 
from 25 donation barrels 
placed at entrances to the pa¬ 
rade route. 

“We’re not charging admis¬ 
sion by any means,” said Co- 
Chair Gail Wood in a press 
statement. “We’re just asking 
those who join the fun to put 
a little back in for the serious 
work we all depend on dur¬ 
ing the other 364 days of the 
year,” she said. 

Volunteers from the bene¬ 
ficiary groups as well as the 
Parade Committee will staff 
the barrels, and beneficiaries 
will be identified on the bar¬ 
rels. 

The groups to get the 
funds will be named “very 


soon,” said Ben Carlson, a 
spokesperson for the Parade 
Committee. “Entertainers will 
also encourage participants to 
donate at barrels around each 
stage.” 

The parade is expected to 
draw an estimated 500,000 
celebrants, according to 
Sharon Rooney of the San 
Francisco Visitors and Con¬ 
vention Bureau. 

Featuring about 200 
marching contingents and col¬ 
orful floats, the parade begins 
at 11 a.m. on Market Street at 
Spear, continues on Market to 
Civic Center and ends at 
Eighth Street. 

The festival at Civic Cen¬ 
ter plaza will include more 
than 400 booths and four dif¬ 
ferent stages featuring contin¬ 
uous entertainment until 6 
p.m. 

Lenny Broberg, San 
Francisco’s “Mr. Eagle,” and 
Tommy Rose, both promi¬ 
nent performers in the gay 
community, will announce 
the parade, according to a bu¬ 
reau press release. ▼

ACT UP/San Francisco 
on May 8 will present “Acting 
Up for Prisoners,” a video 
documenting the group’s cam¬ 
paign to bring adequate 
health care to women with 
HIV at Frontera Prison. 

Produced by ACT UP 
members Eric Slade and Mic 
Sweney, the video chronicles 
the activists’ work since form¬ 
ing a prison issues group 
nearly two years ago. 

ACT UP began working 
on prison issues when Mary 
Lucey, a former Frontera in¬ 
mate, attended an ACT 
UP/LA meeting and told of 
the conditions there for wom¬ 
en with HIV. 

All California women in¬ 
mates with HIV and AIDS 
are housed in the Walker A 
ward at Frontera where, 
Lucey said, sick women were 
neglected by staff. 

In the video, Lucey talks 
about inmates helping one 
woman back into bed when 
prison personnel refused to 
touch her. 

The American Civil Liber¬ 
ties Union filed a lawsuit al¬ 
leging a stay in Walker A con¬ 
stitutes cruel and unusual 
punishment. 

ACT UP waged its fight 
for fair medical treatment for 
prisoners through demonstra¬ 
tions outside Frontera and 
the California Department of 
Corrections in Sacramento. 

The video cites gains ACT 
UP has made in its fight: an 
infectious disease doctor now 
sees women at Frontera; 
women with AIDS have been 
transferred from the prison to 
Ontario Community Hospital; 
and the prison is reconsider¬ 
ing its policy of segregating 
inmates with AIDS. 

While the documentary 
celebrates ACT UP’s achieve¬ 
ments, activists said that 
work remained to be done. 

ACT UP continues its sup¬ 
port of prisoners with a 
demonstration June 1 at 11 
a.m. at the state Capitol. The 
rally will include members of 
ACT UP chapters from San 
Francisco, Los Angeles and 
Santa Barbara. 

“Acting Up for Prisoners” 
will be screened May 8 at 8 
p.m. at Eye Gallery, 1151 Mis¬ 
sion. A reception begins at 7 
p.m.V

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Library's $500,000 Windfall

A gay man who cares very 
much about gay and lesbian 
history gave half a million 
dollars last month to help pre¬ 
serve the past and seed our 
collective future. 

Jim Hormel’s gift for the 
Gay and Lesbian Center at 
San Francisco’s new Main Li¬ 
brary, expected to open in 
1995, is the largest single con¬ 
tribution to a gay and lesbian 
group that is not a bequest, 
said Sherry Thomas of the 
Library Foundation. 

“We are tremendously ex¬ 
cited by Jim’s gift. It repre¬ 
sents such possibilities,” 
Thomas told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

“When I first heard of the 
project, I thought that it was a 
once-in-a-lifetime thing. It’s 
quite an opportunity to pro¬ 
tect and maintain an archive of 
our history, an archive of 
the fact that lesbians and gays 
have and do and will continue 
to exist and make enormous 
contributions to society. 
That’s something straight so¬ 
ciety has not been willing to

recognize,” Hormel said. 

That lack of recognition 
has created “an enormous 
burden” on lesbian and gay 
people, and the collection will 
provide the community with 
access to our history and an 
opportunity to see firsthand 
the contributions lesbians and 
gay men have made to soci¬ 
ety, Hormel said. 

The Center will be in a 
large circular room overlook¬ 
ing Civic Center Plaza, ac¬ 


cording to Thomas. 

It will preserve the world’s 
largest collection of gay and 
lesbian fiction, nonfiction, 
films, photography, artwork, 
periodicals, videos and 
recordings. 

The initial collection in¬ 
cludes the Barbara Grier/Na¬ 
iad Press collection of 10,000 
books that “goes back as far 
as 1860,” Thomas said. The 
collection contains almost ev¬ 
ery book in English from the 
turn of the century to the pre¬ 
sent that has a major or mi¬ 
nor lesbian or gay character. 

Other contributions to the 
collection include the papers 
of gay journalist Randy Shilts 
and the extensive interviews 
and film archives of gay direc¬ 
tors Peter Adair and Academy 
Award-winner Rob Epstein. 

A periodicals collection 
will have more than 100 gay 
and lesbian magazines and 
newspapers in complete vol¬ 
umes. 

State-of-the-art library 
technology, including elec¬ 
tronic transfer to other li¬ 
braries and high technology

Women's 
Weekend 
A Success

Despite numerous threats 
of violence from a flippant 
member of the straight com¬ 
munity, Women’s Weekend at 
the Russian River went off 
without incident. 

About 2,500 women from 
as far away as Los Angeles 
and Sacramento turned out to 
bask in the sun and warm 
temperatures, while the com¬ 
munity was prepared to keep 
the people safe. The Laven¬ 
der Angels were enlisted, 
along with the county Sheriffs 
Department, to patrol the 
streets of Guerneville. 

Several letters in the Rus¬ 
sian River News had threat¬ 
ened violence during Wom¬ 
en’s Weekend. The letters 
called on the straight commu¬ 
nity to meet at noon May 2 to 
rally and to “take back the 
community” by forcing gays 
and lesbians out of the area. 

The letters shocked and 
outraged the community and 
forced it to take special pre¬ 
cautions to prevent any form 
of violence during the week¬ 
end’s festivities. The county' 
Sheriffs Department put on 
more foot patrols through the 
area and the Lavender Angels 
were brought in for extra se¬ 
curity. 

“We were working closely 
with the Sheriffs Department 
and they were really support¬ 
ive,” said Beth Jackson, who 
helped organize Women’s 
Weekend. “They were walk¬ 
ing around town all weekend, 
visiting some of the business¬ 
es, hanging out at the discos. 
And in general it’s just nice to 
see them walking around 
town.” 

The weekend went on as 
scheduled without incident. 

The weekend’s events in¬ 
cluded the opening of the 
new dance club Ziggurat’s, 
which was packed for its 
grand opening.

Former Mayor Dianne Fe¬ 
instein addressed the 
Stonewall Democratic Club 
meeting May 5 in a plea for 
the club’s endorsement of her 
candidacy for U.S. Senate. 

“I’m here to ask for your 
support and in return I hope 
you can believe that I will be 
a friend to this community,” 
she said. 

Feinstein made two com¬ 
mitments to the welcoming 
audience, promising that if 
elected she would advocate 
for a national sexual orienta¬ 
tion anti-discrimination law 
and that she would work to 
end the AIDS epidemic. 

“I was the mayor at the be¬ 
ginning of AIDS and I’m de¬ 
termined to be a senator at 
the end of the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic,” she said. “I have lost as 
many close friends to AIDS 
as anyone else in this room 
and I would venture to guess 
that I’ve lost more close 
friends than everyone here 


put together. 

“I am determined to do ev¬ 
erything in my power to find 
a cure and end the suffering,” 
she said. 

When asked by the B.A.R. 
whether she regrets her 1982 
veto of a domestic partners 
bill, Feinstein refused to sec¬ 
ond guess herself. 

“That bill was very differ¬ 
ent than the one that eventu¬ 
ally passed. That bill was 
very flawed. I felt I had no 
choice. I would have signed 
the domestic partners bill that 
came later,” she said. 

A representative from the 
campaign of Gray Davis, Fe- 
instein’s opponent in the 
Democratic primary, charged 
earlier in the evening that 
during Feinstein’s nine years 
as mayor, she was notable for 
never once riding in the les¬ 
bian and gay freedom day pa¬ 
rade. ▼

New Group Addresses Needs 
Of Gay, Lesbian Asian Youth

Tho Vong, an 18-year-old 
Vietnamese American, recog¬ 
nized that there was a crucial 
gap in the youth services pro¬ 
vided in San Francisco and 
decided to do something 
about it. 

With the help of the Lamb¬ 
da Youth and Family Em¬ 
powerment Program of Lyon- 
Martin Women’s Health Ser¬ 
vices, Vong started the first 
support group in the nation 
for Asian/Pacific Islander les¬ 
bian, gay and bisexual youth. 

“Almost one-half of all stu¬ 
dents in San Francisco public 


schools are Asian or Pacific 
Islanders and 10 percent of 
those are gay or lesbian, and 
there are no services for that 
community,” Vong said. 

According to LYFE pro¬ 
gram coordinator Donna Oza¬ 
wa, Vong was a participant of 
the Change the World youth 
leadership program, another 
LYFE group, when he ap¬ 
proached her with his idea. 
She agreed that it was impor¬ 
tant to provide a safe environ¬ 
ment for Asian/Pacific Is¬ 
lander lesbian, gay and bisex¬ 
ual youth and in March called 
together a meeting of Asian 
service providers and youths. 


Meeting participants left with 
a commitment to form the 
group. 

“I grew up not having any 
Asian role models in the gay 
community. I think there’s a 
lot of fear among many 
young people, especially 
among Asian youth, about 
who they should be. This 
group is about having a larger 
presence in the Asian commu¬ 
nities as well as in the lesbian 
and gay communities,” Ozawa 
said. 

According to Vong, Asians 
have the highest suicide rate 
of any racial group. That fact,

Feinstein for Senate 

Dianne Feinstein recently said, on the subject of AIDS: “I will 
fight until there is a cure. I was there at the beginningof the AIDS 
epidemic. I want very much to be there at its end. As mayor of San 
Francisco, I opened the nation’s first AIDS wards. As a U.S. sena¬ 
tor, I will not rest until the country closes its last AIDS ward.” 

This brief statement, forceful and unambiguous, is illustrative 
of Feinstein’s public career in general and her attitude toward 
problems confronting the gay and lesbian community in specific. 
She has been our friend from her first days in public office. Those 
of us who live in San Francisco have watched her produce. 

As early as 1976, as a member of the Rules Committee at the 
Democratic National Convention, she fought for inclusion of a les- 
bian/gay rights plank into the party platform. 

As a member of the San Francisco Board of Supervisors, she 
wrote the nation’s first law prohibiting discrimination on the basis 
of sexual orientation. 

No other figure in American politics even remotely approaches 
her record on AIDS. During her administration, San Francisco 
spent more for AIDS than all other cities in the United States com¬ 
bined; and for most years, more money than the state of Califor¬ 
nia. She provided the first public funding for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation; Shanti Project; Coming Home Hospice; AIDS 
Health Project; and the Stop AIDS Project. She signed tough 
AIDS anti-discrimination legislation. She opened the nation’s first 
AIDS wards. She chaired the AIDS Task Force of the U.S. Con¬ 
ference of Mayors. She spearheaded lobbying efforts in Congress 
and Sacramento. 

Feinstein needs our help to be elected to the U.S. Senate and 
we need her there. Her position is clear on issues of importance 
to the gay and lesbian community. In last week’s B.A.R., Wayne 
Friday discussed in detail her pledges on issues of importance to 
us. 

Briefly, she vows to move funding for AIDS research and edu¬ 
cation to the forefront of the American political agenda. She 
pledges to ensure funding for outreach to gay youth, not just on 
health matters but on all issues regarding sexuality. She deplores 
the fact that 1,400 people are expelled from the armed forces an¬ 
nually based solely on their sexual orientation and pledges “to 
work to eliminate this national shame.” 

As a candidate for governor, she supported Assembly Bill 101; 
as a member of the U.S. Senate, she has pledged not only to 
cosponsor Senate Bill 574, the federal anti-discrimination bill, but 
to be “its champion.” She pledges to support federal legislation 
to combat hate crimes based on anti-gay prejudice. 

We know Dianne Feinstein and she knows us. She has laughed 
with us in our times of joy and cried with us in our times of sor¬ 
row. She has fought with us against prejudice and shared our 
frustration when rebuffed. She has been our friend. Never do we 
need one more than now. Please vote for Dianne Feinstein for the 
U.S. Senate. ▼ 


Moral Disclosure 
Is Not Education 


T he recent safe sex ad campaign developed 
by the San Francisco AIDS Foundation 
is divisive and repugnant in the message 
that it sends to the community. The role 
of education is to provide information about safe 
sex, proper use of condoms and clean needle use. 
What the individual does with this information 
is between him/herself and those with whom 
they are involved. 

Promoting a moral discourse is not education. 
Language such as “moral majority” and “right 
to life” is dangerous because it institutes a binary 
construct of safe/unsafe, us/them, infected/un¬ 
infected, the compliant/the “outsider.” The goal 
of education cannot be achieved in the context 
of a divided community. It is crucial that infor¬ 
mation be provided to all, regardless of the 
moral choices individuals may make. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foundation should 
not position itself as a “moral authority” pro¬ 
moting their version of a universal right and 
wrong. Historically, institutions have used this 
process of establishing conformity to inscribe a 
moral code on the individual. In its attempt to 
manipulate the individual to adopt an ethical 
code, this campaign is an affront to the commu¬ 
nity that has fought to refute the negative myths 
of sexuality and specifically the reactionary 
moral disclosure relative to the HIV infection. 
HIV is a virus that causes a disease and has no 
ethical position. 

Ultimately, it is the individual’s right to choose 
the course of action he/she may take with the in¬ 
formation available. It is not the role of any in¬ 
stitution to co-opt the individual into a mode of 
thinking and action by the use of manipulative 
tactics and language. Providing information to 
the community as a whole, so that an informed 
choice can be made, is the job of the institutions 


which have been granted power to perform this 
task by the community. A moral authority does 
not act in the best interest of the individuals at 
risk. 

Finally, it is important that the community 
itself take a critical position relative to our AIDS 
institutions. These organizations are responsi¬ 
ble to the character, needs and values of all peo¬ 
ple who they are chartered to serve. Without a

critical distance maintained by the community, 
bureaucracies flourish and loose track of goals 
only to set an agenda relative to their own beliefs 
and internal operations. To prevent development 
of a monolithic program where needs are deter¬ 
mined by the institutions rather than the com¬ 
munity, it is the responsibility of the community 
to be engaged in an ongoing dialogue with its 
service organizations.

Racism Continues 

Not long ago in the Deep South, a black man was 
pulled over by an off-duty, white police officer for mak¬ 
ing a traffic violation. While instructing the black man 
to pull over, the officer shouted racist epithets over his 
patrol car’s loudspeaker, like “Pull over and get your 
fucking, black ass out of the car.” The black man had 
no previous criminal record and was undoubtedly sur¬ 
prised at the level of hostility being directed at him 
for what was just a minor offense. 

After stopping and while continuing to hurl racist 
epithets at the black man, the officer told the man to 
get out of his car and to place his hands over the side 
of the car. A small crowd had gathered at this point 
to figure out what was going on which would warrant 
a police officer to take such action. 

The cop told the man to spread his legs and then 
the cop kicked the man in the groin. The man kneeled 
over and grimaced, and to the surprise of the people 
in the crowd and the black man, the cop pulled out 
his gun and shot the man in the neck while he was still 
bent over. Before the helicopter could reach the 
hospital, the man died. 

The family of the black man sued for wrongful 
death, the police officer and the city which employed 
the cop. During the trial, all blacks were removed from 
serving as jurists and the case against the city was 
thrown out by the judge. In the end, the jury charged 
the cop with only involuntary manslaughter, down 
from a more serious charge of premeditated murder. 

The year was 1979, the city was New Orleans, 
Louisiana, and the black man was my father. Over the 
years I convinced myself that something like that 
could have only happened in the South. That was until 
a similar case was recently heard in Simi Valley, 
California, in 1992.

Racist and Dangerous Flier 

We were distressed to learn that at a recent Take 
Back the Night march, a flier was distributed in the 
name of Women Against Rape claimingthat black and 
Latino men are responsible for most rapes in Califor¬ 
nia. San Francisco Women Against Rape had nothing 
to do with producing or distributing this flier and nei¬ 
ther did any other rape crisis center in California. This 
flier was apparently produced by the White Aryan 
Resistance. Its allegations are racist, inflammatory 
and, most importantly, completely false. 

The flier presents statistics which appear to be 
loosely derived from arrest and conviction statistics. 
These reflect only the racist system of “justice” prac¬ 
ticed in this country. It is true that African-American 
and Latino men are most likely in the U.S. to be con¬ 
victed of rape and other crimes; it is also true that a 
young African-American man has a better chance of 
going to prison than of going to college. Unemploy¬ 
ment among young black and Latino men has been 
estimated at 50 percent, due to employment discrim¬ 
ination, not ability or willingness to work. 

The truth is that the great majority of rapists in the 
U.S. are white, as are most of the police who do not 
arrest them, the district attorneys who drop their 
charges and the judges who let them go. As most rapes 
occur between people of the same race and class (and, 
in fact, between people who know each other), the ma¬ 
jority of victims are also white. However, studies have 
shown that women of color in this country are twice 
as likely to be raped as white women. 

The fact that black men are more likely than white 
men to be convicted was demonstrated by the recent 
Kennedy-Smith and Tyson cases. We believe both men 
are guilty, but Smith was not vigorously prosecuted 
at trial and a jury found him believable Tyson fit the 
stereotype of a rapist because of his race, class back¬ 
ground and his profession, so the jury believed he was 
a rapist. Smith’s lawyer admitted that only his client’s 
family wealth and power kept him out of jail. 

The lies contained in the White Aryan Resistance 
flier are not only offensive, they are dangerous. They 
have been the basis of tens of thousands of lynchings 
and state murders of African-American men and 
decades of KKK terror, which continues today. This 
is precisely the kind of violence and racism the flier 
is intended to provoke. 

Only the truth, and a commitment to antiracist ac¬ 
tivism, can fight this bigotry. Our educational work, 
in the high schools and the community, challenges 
these and other myths about rape. Racism and sex¬ 
ism are part of the same system of oppression and ter¬ 
ror. We must all fight to change this system together.

Variety in Leather Community 

As someone who has been deeply involved in the 
leather community, both local and national, for almost 
15 years, I do have some advice for Lynette Overstreet 
(B.A.R., Letters, April 9) and any other “almost full- 
fledged” leather dyke (as well as leather woman and 
man of other persuasions). 

At this year’s International Ms. Leather Contest, one 
speaker proudly announced the presence of all five 
former International Ms. Leather titlists. Yet, the 
Board of International Ms. Leather failed to provide 
complementary admission to two of those five former 
titleholders. I join with Ms. Overstreet in considering 
this, at best, an inept and deplorable oversight. It was 
gracious and gallant of Kay Hallanger (IMsL. ’91) and 
Woody Bebout (the current Mr. Drummer) to attempt 
to rectify the situation by taking up a collection from 
people standing in line waiting for the doors to open 
and I think they did collect enough money to reim¬ 
burse Susie Shepherd (IMsL. ’89) and Gabrielle An- 
tolovich (IMsL. ’90) for their tickets. 

However, this was a rather minor incident in the 
scheme of things. It is hardly sufficient reason to 
celebrate or condemn, or to join or leave the world of 
leather. My advice to newcomers is this: do not expect 
a community of saints and selfless public servants and 
do not expect a group of criminals and their hapless 
victims. Among leather people are some of the finest 
individuals you will ever meet, but you will also find 
among us our fair share of power trippers, money 


grubbers and desperate souls who need attention so 
badly that they will do just about anything to feel “im¬ 
portant.” Most leatherfolk fall between the extremes. 
We are distinctive in dress, symbolism and sexual 
practices, but not in the extent to which we manifest 
the full range of human character, experience, virtue 
and vice. 

People come to leather for a variety of reasons: to 
find partners and friends who share their sexual tastes 
and drives; to find bike-riding buddies; to find institu¬ 
tions whose purpose is to facilitate some fairly 
specialized and often stigmatized forms of erotic 
behavior; and to band together to protect themselves 
from social harassment and legal persecution. They 
should not come to find utopia. If you do not expect 
the earthly paradise, you will not be angry, bitter or 
disillusioned when you encounter the worms, snakes 
and insects that inhabit every garden.

Lesbian and Gay Parents 
Push New Definition of Family

During the next seven 
weeks, lesbians and gay men 
who want children will have 
the chance to meet with ex¬ 
perts about their options, in¬ 
terests, concerns and rights 
when parenting. 

The series, entitled “Les¬ 
bians and Gay Men Choosing 
Children,” is sponsored by the 
Lesbian and Gay Parenting 
Program of Lyon-Martin 
Women’s Health Services and 
is intended to provide educa¬ 
tion and support for gays and 
lesbians who want kids. 

“There are all kinds of 
ways to parent. It’s great to 
see how creative people have 
been in defining family and 
creating structures that work 
for them,” Cynthia Underhill, 
acting coordinator of the pro¬ 
gram, said. 

According to Underhill, 
the parenting movement be¬ 
gan about 15 years ago when 
many lesbians were having 
their children taken away 
from them by the courts. 

Lesbians began what was 
called “women-controlled con¬ 
ception,” by forming informal 
networks to find anonymous 
donors and help each other 
inseminate. Those networks 
have evolved during the past 
decade into the fertility clinics 
of today. 

“Lesbian and gay parent¬ 
ing is a radical movement, 
though it’s not always per¬ 
ceived that way because it’s a 
personal issue. People don’t 
often decide to parent for po¬ 
litical reasons. But lesbian 
and gay parenting is really 
pushing new definitions of 
family,” Underhill said. 


“There’s a perception that if 
we decide to be parents we’re 
taking our energy away from 
the movement. I firmly be¬ 
lieve that the way we make a 
difference is by being our¬ 
selves and telling the truth.” 

Although there are no offi¬ 
cial statistics about lesbian

and gay families, Underhill 
estimates that at least 2,000 
children have been born to or 
adopted by lesbian or gay 
families in the United States. 

As prospective parents 
have considered their options 
through the years, trends 
have emerged as to the choic¬ 
es they’re making about fam¬ 
ily. 

Underhill says that les¬ 
bians and gay men started 
working together as parents 
either having sex or insemi¬ 
nating at the beginning of the 
1980s. But the AIDS epidem¬ 
ic made that option much less 
popular. 

“In the Bay Area in the 
past five years I’ve heard 
more and more about les¬ 
bians and gay men who have 
found each other to create a 
family,” Underhill said. 
“When we work together as a 
community, we work togeth¬ 


er as individuals.” 

According to Kevin Gogin, 
a member of the program’s 
board of directors, a father of a 
3-year-old girl, and the direc¬ 
tor of Support Services for 
Gay and Lesbian Youth in 
the school system (Project 10), 
there has been a dramatic in¬ 
crease in the number of men 
choosing to parent during the 
past four years. 

“In large numbers gay men 
are realizing that they have 
the option to be parents. The 
parenting program gives 
them a real sense of courage 
and empowerment,” he said. 

Many difficult issues can 
arise when lesbians and gay 
men choose to have children, 
and the seminars, which cov¬ 
er issues like single parenting 
versus co-parenting, using 
known versus unknown 
donors, legal issues related to 
parenting, how to get preg¬ 
nant, options for adoption, 
and how to connect with oth¬ 
er lesbians or gay men to 
form a family, can help work 
some of those out. 

“There are a lot of factors 
in the discussion. We offer 
all the options and support 
people no matter what choice 
they make,” Underhill said. 

In addition to the annual 
seminar series, the Lesbian 
and Gay Parenting Program 
offers ongoing support 
groups, lesbian childbirth 
classes and - periodic work¬ 
shops.

Jordan Administration 
A Hydra-headed Monster

Mayor Frank Jordan acted 
swiftly and decisively to curb 
the riots that resulted in San

Francisco from the unbeliev¬ 
able verdict in the Rodney 
King case. 

For that reason, it is all the 
more disturbing that the Jor¬ 
dan administration shows 
signs of becoming a hydra¬ 
headed monster in which indi¬ 
vidual staffers issue policy 
statements and make ter¬ 
ritorial claims without appear¬ 
ing to consult with colleagues 
or superiors. 

The latest such embarrass¬ 
ment surfaced when Chris 
Bowman, the mayor’s assistant 
for Republican affairs, was 
quoted in a news story as say¬ 
ing, “I am the liaison to gay 
Republicans, the gay religious 
community and to gay male 
and lesbian business profes¬ 
sionals.” 

Bowman’s claims produced 
reactions ranging from amuse¬ 
ment to outright skepticism. 
Earlier in the same interview 
Bowman described himself a$ 
a close ally of state Sen. Quen¬ 
tin Kopp, who is often thought

of as anything but a friend of 
lesbians and gay men. 

Although Bowman’s claim 
to represent gay Republicans 
— if there are any left — is un¬ 
disputed, at least one gay busi¬ 
nessman demurred. 

“The Small Business Com¬ 
mission was chartered as an 
agency that would be there for 
business,” said Russell Kass- 
man, who serves on the com¬ 
mission. He called Bowman’s 
claim “a mischaracterization.” 

“Mayor Agnos took a lot of 
criticism for his deputy 
mayors,” Kassman said. “But 
now we have deputy mayors 
who are, if anything, stronger. 
Agnos definitely commanded 
his deputies, more so than Jor¬ 
dan seems to be doing.” 

Representatives of the gay 


and lesbian religious commu¬ 
nity said that while Bowman 
made an occasional appear¬ 
ance, they were unaware that 
he has any official standing 
with them. Many found it at 
the very least inconsistent 
when a Republican claims to 
speak for a group that, like 
most in San Francisco, is over¬ 
whelmingly Democratic. 

Bob Nelson, executive direc¬ 
tor of the San Francisco Inter¬ 
religious Coalition on AIDS, 
said, “That’s interesting. I 
wonder what he means by that. 
Chris Bowman has never con¬ 
tacted us.” 

Buddy Truluck, pastor of 
Golden Gate MCQ said, “Chris 
has been to church a couple of 
times. He encouraged me to 
apply for a position on the 
Human Rights Commission, 
which of course did not 
materialize, probably because 
of my activist stance.” 

Numerous political activists 
said that Bowman has solicited 
resumes but never called for 
an interview. City Hall staffers 
say that Bowman’s claims 
caused friction in the Mayor’s 
Office, but so far he has not 
acknowledged nor qualified 
his remarks. Attempts to reach 
Bowman have been unsuc¬ 
cessful. ▼

Year of Women in Politics 


W ith only 29 women 
in the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives and just 
two in the U.S. Sen¬ 
ate, things could change 
dramatically as far as women 
in politics, particularly in 
the U.S. Congress, are con¬ 
cerned by the time this year 
comes to an end. 

From California to New 
York, women are emerging as 
serious candidates for the Sen¬ 
ate. Dianne Feinstein has been 
leading her Democratic oppo¬ 
nent by double-digit figures 
from the start and is expected 
to win her party’s nomination 
to take on the interim Repub¬ 
lican incumbent in November. 

Feinstein is also the early 
favorite to win her first state¬ 
wide election in the general 
election, and the latest polls 
now show Rep. Barbara Boxer 
in a virtual dead heat with Lt. 
Gov. Leo McCarthy for the 
nomination of the Democratic 
Party for the other California 
seat available in November. 

California now could actual¬ 
ly elect two women to the Sen¬ 
ate in November, making this 
the first state in history to do 
so. 

Voters have already nomi¬ 
nated women for the Senate in 
Illinois and Pennsylvania, and 
the two women, both Demo¬ 
crats, are given at least as good 
a chance to win in November 
as their Republican male 
opponents. 

North Carolina voters are 
expected to nominate a 
woman for the Senate this 
week. Iowa will likely 
nominate a popular Democrat 
for the Senate next month, and 
women are expected to be 
nominated in Colorado, 
Washington state and New 
York as well. 

Most political observers ex¬ 
pect the number of women in 
the Senate to be increased 
from the current two to at least 
six after the November gener¬ 
al election, and possibly as 
many as eight. There are 20 
Democratic women and nine 
Republican women in the 
House and that number could 
be doubled after the fall elec¬ 
tions. 

In addition, while only three 
of the nation’s 50 governors are 
women (all Democrats) at least 
three others could be elected in 
November. 

To be sure, while it is still far 
too early in the electoral sea¬ 
son to predict whether women 
will win a lot of congressional 
and local state elections, 1992 
could clearly be a 
breakthrough year for women 
in American politics.

son’s most bitter opponents 
say this one will pass easily. 
Wilson wants welfare cut by 25 
percent. 

Assembly Speaker Willie 
Brown’s solution for those 
Democratic Party big shots 
who think Bill Clinton can’t 
defeat George Bush is to 
maybe nominate Ross Perot 
instead. Could Willie be on to 
something here? 

Clinton, meanwhile, with 
the Democratic nomination all 
but locked up, is said to be 
spending considerable time 
pondering a running mate. 
Count Jesse Jackson out. One 
doesn’t nominate himself, as 
Jesse made the mistake of do¬ 
ing. Among the latest names — 
and they are climbing in 
numbers as Clinton makes

Newsletter Nepotism

It was a week that saw the 
justice system fail miserably 
and race relations in the Unit¬ 
ed States splinter to frighten¬ 
ingly new low levels, proving 
once again just how uncon¬ 
nected most people feel to 
one another. In the queer 
community we try to do the 
best we can despite our differ¬ 
ences, often using our presses 
and newspapers as catapults 
to explore and share issues of 
common concern. 

One echelon of the queer 
press that rarely gets noticed, 
however, is the world of the 
lowly newsletter. As a whole, 
newsletters are a whole dif¬ 
ferent breed of publication 
from the bulk of gay periodi¬ 
cals around today. Rather 
than either falsely promising 
“objectivity” like the white, 
male-controlled “alternative” 
press, screaming “notice-me!” 
like photocopied ’zine-type 
rants do, or shining sexily on 
bookstore shelves like the 
new breed of glossy 
wannabe’s, newsletters take 
an unobtrusive — and there¬ 
fore often unnoticed — middle 
ground. 

Usually professionally 
printed in small batches, 
newsletters tend to be tied to 
not-for-profit organizations 
like GLAAD. Or they are the 
means by which networking 
groups like the Bay Area Ca¬ 
reer Women stay in touch

with its members in between 
social events. 

All in all, newsletters seem 
more humbly intent on in¬ 
forming than offending, and 
less about feeding egos than 
feeding hungry minds. 

In a world dominated by 
the excesses of television and 
other mass-produced culture, 
the continued publication 
of newsletters is a source 
of amazement to me. 
Enabled by desk-top technol¬ 
ogy for their layouts but still 
rarely longer than 10 pages, 
newsletters remain virtually 
the last undiscovered corner 
of the queer publishing 
world. And so, in the follow¬ 
ing space, I’d like to share 
with you four of my favorite 
newsletters, three of which 
are published in the Bay 
Area, and the fourth hailing 
from the unlikely locale of 


Houston, Texas. 

The American Gay & Les¬ 
bian Atheist is published 
monthly by the American 
Gay Atheists, a non-profit 
foundation in Texas whose 
mission statement declares its 
intent to “promote a positive 
image of gay men and les¬ 
bians who are atheists; to pro¬ 
mote and advance the scien¬ 
tific concept of materialism; 
and to educate the public... in 
regard to human sexuality 
and the value of human inter¬ 
personal relationships.” 

Very lofty goals for a small 
publication, but in their latest 
12 pink pages they manage to 
pack in an examination of St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade homo¬ 
phobia, articles on “funda¬ 
mentalism and football,” let¬ 
ters to the editor, a “butthole 
of the month” award to a ho¬ 
mophobic St. Louis attorney 
for being “a rotten, smelling, 
decaying, worm-infested, two- 
faced, fruit/hypocrite of the 
first degree” and even an ad 
for “DiaJ-A-Gay Atheist,” a 24- 
hour Houston phone line. To 
reach the American Gay 
Atheists or subscribe to their 
free newsletter, write P.O. Box 
66711, Houston, TX 77266- 
6711. 

A recent addition to the 
newsletter hall of fame is 
Coming Together, a publica¬ 
tion that seeks to “bring to¬ 
gether deaf lesbian, gay and 
bisexual communities every¬ 
where.” Edited and published 
bi-monthly by a woman 
named Dragonsani in Berke¬ 
ley, Coming Together is the 
first national newsletter of its 
kind. 

Although there have only 
been two issues published so 
far, Coming Together has al¬ 
ready been successful in link¬ 
ing the two sometimes dis¬ 
parate worlds deaf queers 
find themselves in, often liv¬ 
ing with a double dose of in¬ 
visibility. Chock full of arti¬ 
cles about homophobia in the 
deaf community, letters from 
appreciative readers, and 
tasty tidbits like the fact that 
Madonna’s Truth or Dare 
home video is indeed close- 
captioned, Coming Together 
is available for $4 an issue at 
A Different Light or you can 
subscribe for $18 a year to 
CTN, 2021 Carleton, Berkeley, 
CA 94704. 

Another often invisible 
community within the wider 
gay world is that of Asian Pa¬ 
cific Islander queers, though 
this is certainly less the case 
in San Francisco than in oth¬ 
er parts of the U.S. and Cana¬ 
da. The Asian/Pacifica Sisters 
here in the city began pub¬ 
lishing Phoenix Rising sever¬ 


al years ago, but took a break 
in 1991. They are trying to 
start up regular publishing 
again, and are looking for 
other Asian Pacific women to 
help write and publish the 
newsletter, which is the only 
queer n’Asian publication 
specifically for women that I 
know about. 

The current issue of 
Phoenix Rising is No. 37, and 
includes an interview with 
Canyon Sam, a review of 
Chea Villanueva’s recent 
book The Chinagirls, and 
highlights of the last year-and- 
a-half of the Asian/Pacifica 
Sisters activities. These in¬ 
clude their political achieve¬ 
ments, of which there are 
many (remember, for exam¬ 
ple, the Miss Saigon 
protests?) and accounts of so¬ 
cial outings like the one to 
Manrisa State Park in Santa 
Cruz, which reads, in full, 
“Nightly invasions of skunks. 
Cool waves, cold water, freez¬ 
ing APLs&B’s. Hot rays. 
Brown skin. Wet pussies. 
Yummy smores.” Not only do 
these women have a sense of 
humor, sounds like they also 
know how to have a good 
time. Contact Phoenix Rising 
at P.O. Box 170596, SF, CA 
94117. 

Finally, in this climate of 
hyper-masculinity defined as 
a “men’s movement,” with its 
ill-informed anti-feminist pro¬ 
ponents like John Morrison 
representing them in the gay 
press, reading the new White 
Crane Newsletter is always a 
treat. A self-described “jour¬ 
nal for the development of 
gay men’s spirituality,” the 
current issue of White Crane 
focuses on linking the spiritu¬ 
al with the sexual.

“show the degree to which 
the city’s gay male residents 
have bought into the mas- 
culinist fantasy system.” 
The article urges readers to 
remember that the early gay 
lib movement “called for the 
overthrow of patriarchal mil¬ 
itarism” and again lay the 
“groundwork for new forms 
of social life based on respect 
for the person and cultivation 
of the heretofore unrealized 
human capacity for love.”

damages alone are $785 mil¬ 
lion and climbing. The courts 
have been operating around 
the clock to arraign more 
than 14,000 people, many ar¬ 
rested on felony charges. 

Certain sections of Los An¬ 
geles look like an armed 
camp even as the city returns 
to relative calm with the Los 
Angeles Police Department, 
Sheriffs Department, Califor¬ 
nia Highway Patrol, National 
Guard and federal troops — 
Army, Marines, plus at least 
1,000 other armed federal law 
enforcers — patrolling the 
streets. 

The Immigration and Nat¬ 
uralization Service has started 
a sweep of undocumented im¬ 
migrants. And armed private 
citizens keep watch over sev¬ 
eral neighborhoods. But with 
the skies now clear of smoke 
— at one point a fire was set 
every four minutes — the ash 
is settling over questions 
smoldering since the crisis be¬ 
gan: Where were the police? 
Why did it take so long for 
the National Guard to arrive 
and be deployed? Will the 
problems of poverty and 
racism at the root of the riot 
ever be addressed or will 
politicians order another 
study and dismiss the find¬ 
ings as they have in the past? 

What will be the long-term 
consequences ot the verdict 
that shocked the world? 
While perhaps not always vis¬ 
ible, lesbians and gays partic¬ 
ipated at every level of reac¬ 
tion to the verdict on April 
29. Here’s a sampling. 

Charles Stewart, 39, the 



openly gay, black chief 
deputy to state Sen. Diane 
Watson, was in the Crenshaw 
District office when he heard 
the verdict. 

“I reacted with disbelief 
and shock, and then anger, 
then a sinking sensation,” 
Stewart said. 

He immediately began 
preparing a statement for 
Watson deploring the verdict 
and urging the Justice Depart¬ 
ment to pursue civil rights vi¬ 


olations against the officers. 

“If it had been a mixed 
verdict,” Stewart says, “the in¬ 
tensity of the response might 
have been diverted. (But) 
when they were acquitted of 
all charges, with an 8-4 to ac¬ 
quit on the last one — we 
knew there would be some 
form of civil disobedience. 
There was just no way of 
gauging how strong it would 
be because no one anticipated 
such a complete repudiation 
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of the black community.” 

As Stewart fielded calls 
from South Central residents 
and around the country, 
Stephanie Farrington- 
Domingue was stuck in traffic 
near what would soon be¬ 
come ground zero for the 
L.A. riots. 

Farrington-Domingue, 44, 
a health educator with the 
National Organization of 
Black County Official’s AIDS 
Education Project, was at the 
black-owned L.A. Sentinel 
newspaper when the verdicts 
came in. 

“Nobody could believe all 
the acquittals,” she said. 

But she wasn’t that sur¬ 
prised at the reaction. Ten¬ 
sion in the community had 
been building since Judge 
Joyce Karlin sentenced a Ko¬ 
rean grocer to probation al¬ 
though the woman had been 
convicted of killing Latasha 
Harlens, an African-American 
girl. 

Like Rodney King’s beat¬ 
ing, the shooting of Latasha 
Harlens was captured on 
videotape. And like King’s 
verdict, the black community 
cried out against the sentence 
as justice denied. 

Around 5:30 p.m., after a 
few quick stops, Farrington- 
Domingue was on her way 
home when “all these police 
cars zoomed past, lights flash¬ 
ing and sirens going.” Three 
helicopters flew overheard. 
“What the hell could be going 
on?” she wondered. 

Traffic was almost at a 
standstill right before Nor¬ 
mandie, north of Florence. 
“People started blowing their 
horns, and about 30 police 
were in the street restricting 
traffic. ... It was black and 
white with cop cars and blue 
uniforms,” she said. 

People came out of their 
cars and houses to see what 
was happening, though there 
did not appear to be any spe¬ 
cific incident that warranted 
the massive police show of 
force, she said. 

Farrington-Domingue 
went to visit a friend and by 
the time she drove home at 6 
p.m. past Florence and Nor¬ 
mandie — ground zero — “it 
was insanity. People were 
looting stores, pulling people 
out of cars — and there were 
no police in sight,” she said. 
“What I’m suggesting is that 
LAPD Chief Daryl Gates — 
the bastard that he is — had 


his police officers at this loca¬ 
tion and incited this commu¬ 
nity and then withdrew them 
... and I can’t help to think it’s 
deliberate.” 

That previously unreport¬ 
ed encounter between police 
and members of the black 
community is now under in¬ 
vestigation by the Los Ange¬ 
les Police Commission. As 
calm has been restored, the 
focus has shifted to the un¬ 
characteristic lack of police 
response to thousands of calls 
for assistance. 

When Tad Feldman, 29, a 
freelance videotape photogra¬ 
pher, heard the verdict, he 
cried. 

“I knew from the AB 101 
(protests) that I needed to be 
with the people and with God 
to solve things,” he said. So 
he headed downtown for 
Parker Center. “All along the 
way I started seeing police 
with blacks in the car. They 
had also stopped a RTD bus 
and had one black man in 
handcuffs. It was eerie.” 

Since the 6 p.m. demon¬ 
stration at Parker Center was 
peaceful with protesters only 
blocking the street, Feldman 
decided to go to the First 
AME Church which had pre¬ 
viously announced it would 
hold a rally regardless of how 
the verdict came out. 

Others also headed for the 
First AME Church, including 
Phill Wilson, founder of the 
national Black Gay and Les¬ 
bian Leadership Forum. Gay 
Liberation founder Morris 
Kight was driven there by 
Micki Jackson who wound up 
having to join several hun¬ 
dred people outside since the 
church, which can hold 3,000, 
was filled to capacity. 

Later, Los Angeles Gay 
and Lesbian Community Ser¬ 
vices Center Executive Direc¬ 
tor Torie Osborn, with the 
Center’s new development di¬ 
rector and information officer, 
David Smith, and GLAAD’s 
Chris Fowler, a representa¬ 
tive from the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, and 
a reporter were firmly told to 
leave the area for personal 
safety as tensions increased. 

Inside the church, anger 
and inspiration combined to 
help the community vent its 
frustrations. Kight was intro¬ 
duced to the crowd and gay 
and lesbian was added to the 
litany of minorities oppressed 
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SF Riot Damages 
Total Over $ 1 Million

Several thousand demon¬ 
strators gathered in front of 
the State Office Building at 
Van Ness and McAllister 
April 30 to protest the Rod¬ 
ney King verdict. 

Earlier in the day hun¬ 
dreds of demonstrators 
blocked the San Francisco- 
bound lanes of the Bay 
Bridge during rush hour. Por¬ 
tions of 1-280 were also 
blocked by protesters from 
San Francisco State Universi¬ 
ty. Other demonstrators 
marched from near San Fran¬ 
cisco State University and the 
Mission to meet the rally on 
Van Ness where some 
demonstrators blocked traffic 
and began kicking and beat¬ 
ing on passing cars 

At about 5:15 as the 
crowd moved down McAllis¬ 
ter Street, the tense situation 
exploded. 

Protesters surged down 
McAllister to the intersection 
of Market Street, smashing 
out virtually every automo¬ 
bile windshield along the 
way. As protesters passed 
City Hall, hundreds of riot po¬ 
lice stood guard in front of 
the State Office Building on 


Golden Gate, the site of the 
AB 101 riot in which win¬ 
dows were broken and the 
building set on fire by gay ac¬ 
tivists protesting Gov. Pete 
Wilson’s veto of the gay 
rights bill. 

The ground-level windows 
of several businesses near 
Hastings School of Law were 
also smashed out. Police then 
mobilized toward Market 
Street and formed two police 
lines protecting the Tender¬ 
loin police station at the for- 
mer-Hibernia Bank on McAl¬ 
lister and Jones, splitting the 
protesters into two groups as 
one group marched towards 
Market and 5th and another 
group was forced around the 
police station and began 
marching down Market at 7th 
Street. 

The crowd near 7th was 
mostly peaceful but the 
crowd near 5th and 6th even¬ 
tually began breaking win¬ 
dows and looting stores. A po¬ 
lice motorcycle was torched 
at Taylor and Market 

Glide Memorial Methodist 
Church in the Tenderloin 
was holding an anti-violence 
rally to encourage non-violent 
response to the Rodney King 
verdict. ( Cont j nuec j on page 21) 
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by the LAPD. State Sen. Di¬ 
ane Watson roused the crowd 
with “Gates Must Go!” chants. 

Meanwhile, around 7:30 
p.m. about 200 lesbians and 
gays outraged by the verdict 
gathered in West Hollywood 
for an AB 101-take-to-the- 
streets style demonstration. 
Sheriff s deputies and a mas¬ 
sive showing by the LAPD 
kept their distance and let the 
protesters travel up Santa 
Monica Boulevard, the Sunset 
Strip, and Hollywood Boule¬ 
vard. At the famous St. 
James Hotel the protesters 
stopped to look over-the city 
as fires sprang up unabated. 

ACT UP/LA’s Bill Flana¬ 
gan, 46, and his lover Larry 
Ewing, 24, had closely fol¬ 
lowed the trial and were out¬ 
raged by the verdict. They 
joined the crowd at Parker 


Center, which eventually 
grew and grew until a section 
surged forward, smashing 
doors and windows, screaming 
“No Justice, No Peace!” at the 
door of LAPD headquarters. 
The phrase would become 
the Rodney King rallying cry. 

The police seemed not to 
know how to handle the 
protesters, Flanagan says. 

“At first there were five to 
10 cops but when the crowd 
rushed them, they withdrew. 
Then 20-30 riot helmeted 
cops created a line in front of 
the building, a perimeter. 
There was a lot of verbal 
back and forth and a few mi¬ 
nor skirmishes for throwing 
things. But the crowd was 
mostly peaceful.” 

About 20 protesters wear¬ 
ing “Silence = Death” T-shirts 
were the most verbal, Flana¬

gan says. 

“I believe that the police 
knew if there was any attempt 
to do anything, the crowd 
would react and there would 
be major violence,” said 
Flanagan, who is a Legal Aid 
lawyer. He also believes that 
Chief Gates helped spark the 
riots that followed. 

“I think (Gates) held back 
the police,” said Flanagan. “I 
think he wanted this and ex¬ 
pected this. It fits his political 
agenda. He wanted there to 


be a street riot.... He wanted to 
allow this so he could sit 
there and say, ‘See, if you al¬ 
low the people to reform us, 
his is what happens. You 
have to give us unlimited 
power.” 

When the First AME 
Church let out around 9 p.m., 
Pastor Cecil Murray warned 
everyone that violence had 
broken out. As Stephanie 
Farrington-Domingue and 
her spouse, Sandra Farring¬ 
ton-Domingue, 44, a city 


worker and co-chair of the 
Gay and Lesbian Police Advi¬ 
sory Task Force, left the 
church and made their way 
home to South Central, they 
witnessed the tragedy unfold¬ 
ing. 

Earlier Sandra was “ap¬ 
palled” as she watched white 
trucker Reginald Denny beat¬ 
en by black youths. 

She noted that there was a 
lot of looting and burning on 
Western Avenue, about five 
blocks from their home. Yet, 
she says, “I didn’t see one fire 
truck and I only saw one po¬ 
lice car.” 

“I saw the looters and I 
saw my community burn 
down,’’said Stephanie. 

“Young people in the street 
who didn’t live through the 
Watts riots of 1965, and who 
are displaced and probably 
don’t have anything, 'got 
some.” 

Stephanie and Sandra Far¬ 
rington-Domingue watched 
their neighborhood stores 
burn down that night. Phill 
Wilson and the “collective 
we” talked about going to 
Simi Valley to express their 
outrage but thought it better 
to wait until tempers cooled. 

Lesbians and gay men 
helped put out fires, helped 
clean up the wreckage, 
prayed for peace and deliv¬ 
ered food, and on May 5, car- 
avaned “to the scene of the 
crime” in Simi Valley for a 
peaceful demonstration. They 
vowed to keep their anger 
alive through their votes and 
how and where they spend 
their money. ▼

tative of the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund, said that 
congressional action is based 
on two non-binding resolu¬ 
tions by Rep. Barbara Boxer, 
D-Millbrae, and Sen. Brock 
Adams, R-Wash., which urge 
President Bush to change the 
policy. 

She added that Rep. Patri¬ 
cia Schroeder, D-Colo., and 
the Women’s Caucus in the 
House have become strong 
opponents of the ban because 
it has a disparate impact on 
women, who are discharged 
at three times the rate of 
men. 

In addition, Sen. Chuck 
Robb, D-Va, a Vietnam vet¬ 
eran, and Rep. Gerry Studds, 
D-Mass., have spoken out 
against the ban. 

Studds, an out gay man, 
has been a key advocate for 
the accused in Japan these 
past two months, demanding 
a full inquiry into the actions 
of the Naval Investigative 
Services, the agency that al¬ 
legedly refused the men ac¬ 
cess to legal counsel during 
the investigation. 

Dyer, a former aide to 
Studds, said that media atten¬ 
tion was an especially effec¬ 
tive tool against the discrimi¬ 
natory policy and its imple¬ 
mentation. 

Since Studds and others 
have spoken up, no new ser- 
vicepeople have been drawn 
into the hunt in Japan. 

“All you have to do is 
shine a light on it and the 
Navy scatters like cockroach¬ 
es,” she said. 

Jim Woodward, who is 
vice president of the San 
Diego Veterans Association, a 
support group for veteran 
and active-duty lesbians, gays 
and bisexuals that has served 
as a clearinghouse for infor¬ 
mation about the “witch 
hunt,” says that although the 
hunt seems to be over, there 
is still a great deal of advoca¬ 
cy to be done. 

“There are individuals still 
enmeshed in the witch hunt 
and we need to do what we 
can to prevent further injury 
to them. There are still lists 
of names. The implicated of¬ 
ficers could be going to 
prison for a number of years. 
One of our goals is to get in 
touch with those people and 
offer them assistance,” he 
said. 

Miriam Ben-Shalom, who 
serves as national chairperson 
of the Gay/Lesbian/Bisexual 
Veterans Association, said 
that she had heard from inter¬ 
nal sources that the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense is uncom¬ 
fortable with how quickly 
and effectively the activists 
have mobilized. ▼

Chicago Poster Controversial

CHICAGO - The “Die 
Queer” poster that almost 
killed the Illinois Gay & Les¬ 
bian Task Force last year fi¬ 
nally began appearing on 
Chicago Transit Authority ve¬ 
hicles this month. 

Small versions of the 
poster were installed on 
about 100 buses, mostly “in 
those areas of the city least of¬ 
ten exposed to lesbian and 
gay material,” IGLTF said. 

The CTA has not yet 
agreed to put up a 4-by-5-foot 
version of the poster at sub¬ 
way stops. Negotiations con¬ 
tinue, IGLTF said, and the 
delay does not appear to be a 
matter of homophobia. 

The poster, created by 
Chicagoan Todd Kendall, 
shows a row of high-school 


lockers with “Die Queer” 
scrawled on one. Text urges: 
“Don’t get scared. Get help,” 
and provides the gay crisis¬ 
line number. 

It won a silver medal in 
the New York Advertising 
Festival, was honored in top 
U.S. and Canadian graphic- 
arts competitions, and is on 
permanent display at the Li¬ 
brary of Congress. 

The IGLTF board was 
hurled into a period of chaos 
and infighting last fall when 
the gay community blew its 
stack upon learning the board 
voted to destroy the posters 
to express solidarity with 
women, who, the board said, 
are harmed by the entity that 
paid for the printing of the 
posters, the Playboy Founda¬ 
tion. 

IGLTF volunteers sought 


the Playboy funding without 
board approval. In the end, af¬ 
ter a weeks-long brouhaha, 
four board members quit, ac¬ 
cusing the others of unprofes¬ 
sionalism, unaccountability, 
secretiveness, surreptitious¬ 
ness, violation of the IGLTF 
bylaws, mistreatment of news 
reporters and mishandling of 
the public-relations disaster 
that befell the group. 

The remaining board 
members, meeting behind 
closed doors, voted to rescue 
the posters and issued a state¬ 
ment laying the blame for 
IGLTF’s misfortune mostly 
on the gay press, which, they 
said, is not mature enough to 
report complex stories. ▼ 


Winfrey Wins Suit Against Tab

CHICAGO - Talk show 
host Oprah Winfrey and 
boyfriend Stedman Graham 
won their defamation suit 
against a Canadian tabloid by 
default and are waiting to 
find out how much — if any¬ 
thing — they will be able to 
collect in damages. 

The Montreal-based News 
Extra failed to respond to 
charges or appear in court 
May 1, giving the people-col¬ 
umn couple victory in their 
lawsuit against printed allega¬ 
tions Graham had a homosex¬ 
ual affair with his cousin. 

Winfrey’s attorneys 
charged the supermarket 


tabloid never contacted her 
or Graham or the cousin be¬ 
fore printing the story under 
a front-page headline that 
said, “New Oprah Shocker! 
Fiance Graham Had Gay Sex 
With Cousin.” 

Aspen entered the default 
judgment 35 days after attor¬ 
neys for Winfrey and Gra¬ 
ham filed the suit. Under fed¬ 
eral law, the tabloid had 20 
days to respond to the suit. 

Winfrey and Graham 
sought $300 million in puni¬ 
tive and compensatory dam¬ 
ages in the suit. 

Aspen next will decide 
how much to award in dam¬ 
ages. 

But Winfrey’s attorney, 


Steven Molo, said his office 
attempted to contact News 
Extra this week and was told 
the paper had gone out of 
business. 

Molo said his office sent 
the newspaper a copy of an 
emergency motion for a de¬ 
fault judgment but no attor¬ 
ney appeared for the paper 
on May 1. 

Another Winfrey attorney, 
former federal prosecutor 
Dan Webb, said that once 
the damages are determined, 
he can seek to seize the News 
Extra’s assets. He said if the 
paper had no assets, he could 
move to seize the personal 
assets of its owners. ▼

Court Hears Partners Case 

Lambda Legal Defense and Education Fund has presented 
oral arguments before a New York state appellate court in 
Gay Teachers Association v. New York City Board of Educa¬ 
tion. In this case, lesbian and gay teachers in the New York 
City school system claim that the city has discriminated 
against them by refusing to provide health insurance 
benefits to their longtime domestic partners. Lambda won 
an initial victory last August in the trial court, which ruled 
that the teachers’ claims of sexual orientation and marital 
status should be upheld. Despite prior support for the case 
from Mayor David Dinkins, the city appealed Lambda’s ini¬ 
tial victory. The city’s lawyers told the five-judge panel of 
the New York Appellate Division that the teachers’ claims of 
discrimination lack any legal basis and should be dismissed. 
The city also argued that it is legal to provide health-care 
benefits to married employees only, and that because the 
lesbian and gay community is a politically powerful group, 
discrmination based on sexual orientation should not be 
given heightened scrutiny from the courts. In its brief, the 
city also cited Bowers v. Hardwick, the Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion upholding state sodomy laws, for the proposition that 
lesbians and gay men are not entitled to constitutional pro¬ 
tection. Several judges on the panel vigorously challenged 
the city’s assertions that the denial of benefits to domestic 
partners of lesbian and gay employees is rational. One judge 
pointed out the unfairness of giving benefits only to married 
employees when lesbian and gay employees are prohibited 
from marrying. 

Evangelical Rhetoric Slammed 

The National Gay and Lesbian Task Force Policy Institute 
denounced the demands made by evangelical leaders during 
a closed meeting held April 21 with President Bush, where 
right-wing extremists urged the president to oppose the 
“homosexual agenda” and ‘’special rights” for gays. NGLTF 
calls on the president to reject their demands and to meet 
with gay and lesbian leaders directly to discuss gay political 
issues. According to reports in The Washington Post and 
The Washington Times, Bush requested the meeting be¬ 
tween himself and about a dozen evangelical leaders, in¬ 
cluding Jerry Falwell, Beverly LaHaye, president of Con¬ 
cerned Women for America, and Robert Dugan, director of 
the Washington office of the National Association of 
Evangelicals. NGLTF confirmed with the White House that 
a 20-minute meeting took place, during which about one- 
third of the discussion focused on gay issues. The 
evangelicals demanded that the president support “tradi¬ 
tional values” and oppose the “homosexual agenda,” which 
they say includes “special rights.” According to reports, the 
president stated during the meeting that he supports the 
inclusion of gays in the federal Hate Crimes Statistics Act, 
which gathers data on bias-related crimes. He did not agree 
to support a House resolution that may be introduced to 
repudiate the D.C Health Benefits Expansion Act and simi¬ 
lar domestic partnership laws.

Gay Challenge: Foster Parenting 

Lesbians and Gay Men as Foster Parents

I n 1985, David Jean and 
Donald Babets, two gay 
men living in Boston, 
moved to take two very 
young boys into their care. 
Babets and Jean applied as 
gay men seeking to become 
foster parents. Gay people 
had become foster parents in 
a number of places, often 
with the understanding of the 
authorities. 

The protocols were strict 
on standards for qualification, 
but Babets and Jean could 
meet them. Massachusetts, 
most thought, was a state lib¬ 
eral enough to allow such a 
placement. But someone — 
possibly an alarmist neighbor 
— phoned the Boston Globe, 
which put a reporter on the 
story and the dreck hit the 
fan. 

The resultant furor re¬ 
ceived national publicity, and 
authorities everywhere got 
heat from fundies and other 


homophobes on such place¬ 
ments. The two men’s at¬ 
tempt to become foster par¬ 
ents hit a stone wall. 

As state authorities investi¬ 
gated foster parent laws, poli¬ 
cies and practices across the 
nation, a crazy quilt slowly 
came into view. Most states 
had no coherent or consistent 
set of guidelines for foster 
care of children who were 
wards of the state and needed 
sustenance, guidance and 
love. There was also no 
prohibition against gay men 
and lesbians becoming foster 
parents, probably because no 
one suspected that dizzy fag¬ 
gots and bull dykes would 
ever want to assume such a 
role. 

But as the call went out in 
such states as New Hamp¬ 
shire, many organizations 
swung into action. Studies 
were conducted, and conclu¬ 
sions favorable to gay men 
and lesbians began to appear. 
Such prestigious groups as 


the American Psychological 
Association and the National 
Association of Social Workers 
backed the placement of fos¬ 
ter children in gay house¬ 
holds. 

Ricketts traces this battle 
and does a great deal more. 
Placing the problem in the 
context of the changing 
American family, he shows 
how long-standing religious 
objections to gays, and deep- 
rooted prejudices, are pre¬ 
venting gay households from 
performing a service of 
tremendous value to children 
and society at large. He has 
also gathered an impressive 
arsenal of resources for poten¬ 
tial foster parents in the gay 
community to use in the de¬ 
velopment of truly constitu¬ 
tional laws, fair policies and 
decent, intelligent practices 
for the benefit of children 
who need such care. 

Most gay people in this 
country know that the biggest

In a groundbreaking public service announcement being 
aired on television stations across the country, members of 
Parents and Friends of Lesbians and Gays gather to pro¬ 
claim their love for all their family members, according to 
Tom Sauerman, P-FLAG executive director. Starring 45 P- 
FLAG family members of all races and ages, the PSA 
evokes the impression of a giant photo of a warm and 
diverse “family,” with voice-overs of parents recalling the ex¬ 
perience of coming to terms with having a lesbian, gay or bi¬ 
sexual family member. It invites viewers to call a com¬ 
puterized voice-mail system (1-800-4-FAMILY) that provides 
the numbers of local P-FLAG helplines in more than 270 
communities. The helpline messages are taped in both Eng¬ 
lish and Spanish. The PSA is intended to serve as a strong 
statement to right-wing religious and political groups as well 
as to more typical traditional American families that P- 
FLAG families are whole, loving, healthy and productive. In 
Phoenix, the PSA was first shown during the FOX Network 
prime-time movie, “Doing Time on Maple Drive,” the story 
of a family with a gay son, and repeated the following hour 
on a “Star Trek” episode with a theme involving bigotry 
based on sexual orientation. Media team member Bob Ar¬ 
nold reported that the Phoenix chapter received 30 calls 
from family members the following day. Taped last 
December in Philadelphia, the 30-second video has been 
distributed by the Federation to approximately 60 local 
chapter volunteer teams who are placing the PSAs on local 
television stations nationwide. Stations in San Francisco, 
Phoenix, Philadelphia, Ashland (Ore.) and Portland (Maine) 
have already shown the PSA, with the Ashland station plan¬ 
ning to run it intermittently for a full year. 

NGLTF National Lobby Days 

The National Gay and Lesbian Task Force in June will 
launch its sixth annual National Lobby Days for lesbian and 
gay civil rights. Held during the entire month, National Lob¬ 
by Days are designed to encourage, empower and coordinate 
a grassroots lobbying front aimed at the U.S. Congress. Dur¬ 
ing National Lobby Days, activists and organizations lobby 
their federal legislators by hosting letter-writing parties and 
arranging district-based office visits with members of Con¬ 
gress. Individuals send postcards, visit their legislators and 
write letters on issues of concern to the lesbian and gay 
community.

Selleck 
Says He's 
Not Gay

Actor Tom Selleck, best 
known for his portrayal of the 
macho but sensitive TV de¬ 
tective Magnum, P.I., told 
talk host Arsenio Hall April 
26 that there is “nobody on 
the face of the Earth” who 
can prove that he is gay. 

Returning from a commer¬ 
cial break, Hall said to Sel¬ 
leck, “When it comes to (su¬ 
permarket) tabloid (newspa¬ 
per) stories, you and I have 
something in common. We 
were both pronounced gay.” 

“Yeah, yeah,” Selleck 
replied. “How you doin’?” 

“Oh, I’m dealing with it, 
man,” Arsenio said. 

Selleck explained, “I just — 
listen, I just figured, you 
know, I’d make a real strong 
statement that if there were 
any truth to it, I’d be in big 
trouble ’cause somebody 
would come out of the, you 
know, from India or some¬ 
thing, and they’d (the tabloids) 
have a big story. Well, they 
couldn’t get a story ’cause no¬ 
body on the face of the Earth 
exists, so it put an end to it 
pretty quick, you know.” 

“Yeah. Well I’m glad you 
stand up for your rights,” Hall 
replied.

“Yeah,” Selleck said. 

Selleck sued the tabloid 
The Globe last year after the 
newspaper ran a photograph 
of posters pasted up in New 
York’s Greenwich Village by 
radical gay activists. 

The posters declared Sel¬ 
leck and several other celebri¬ 
ties to be “Absolutely Queer.” 

Selleck and The Globe set¬ 
tled out of court for an undis¬ 
closed amount. 

The lawsuit led to further 
publicizing of the contents of 
the “Absolutely Queer” 
posters by the Associated 
Press and other mainstream 
media outlets, none of which 
were sued by Selleck. 

Meanwhile, the national 
gay gossip mill continues to 
include both Selleck and Hall 
on the lists of closeted celebri¬ 
ties. ▼ 


Illinois Rights Bill Passes 
House and Senate Committees

SPRINGFIELD, Ill. - 
State gay rights bills passed 
out of committee in both the 
House and Senate April 29. 

House Bill 608 passed as a 
“shell bill,” which means it 
did not include the changes 
legislators actually plan to 
make but rather “changed a 
comma to a semi-colon in the 
Human Rights Act or some¬ 
thing like that,” explained 
Rep. Ellis Levin, D-Chicago. 

The bill will be amended 
on the House floor to add sex¬ 
ual orientation, source of in¬ 
come and parental status as 
categories under which dis¬ 
crimination will be prohibited 
by state law. The “shell bill” 
tactic merely guaranteed the 
measure would pass a poten¬ 


tially hostile committee, 
Levin said. 

Levin will meet with gays, 
pro-gay state Democratic Par¬ 
ty Chair Gary LaPaille and 
others to “develop a broad- 
based consensus on amend¬ 
ments” before bringing the 
measure to a House vote, he 
said. 

Senate Bill 1605, intro¬ 
duced by Sen. William 
Marovitz, D-Chicago, passed 
the Executive Committee 
April 29 as a full-fledged gay 
rights bill. 

“I need people outside of 
Chicago to telephone their 
senators now,” Marovitz said. 
“If they don’t do this, the bill 
isn’t going to pass. They need 
to hear from people back 
home. They need to know 
that this is an issue people 


care about.” 

Marovitz said opposition to 
the measure is expected to be 
led again this year by “vocif¬ 
erously” anti-gay Sen. Roger 
Keats, who represents 
wealthy suburbs north of 
Chicago on Lake Michigan. 

“There are rumors,” 
Marovitz noted, that Keats, 
like many vociferous homo¬ 
phobes, is a closet case, “but I 
can’t prove it.” 

Both the House and Sen¬ 
ate bills would ban anti-gay 
discrimination in such areas 
as housing, employment and 
public accommodations 
(restaurants, taxis, zoos, etc.). 

Six states have gay rights 
laws: Connecticut, Hawaii 
(employment only), Mas¬ 
sachusetts, New Jersey, Ver¬ 
mont and Wisconsin. T

forfeiture. 

For 10 years the bookstore 
has carried these publications, 
which include a gay guide to 
Spain as well as magazines 
featuring news stories and 
photographs, according to 
manager John Mitzel. 

“The extent of erotica in¬ 
volved is nothing near what 
we would consider hard core, 
these are news stories, travel 
stories, physique pictures,” 
Mitzel said. 

The seizure comes one 
year after “Love Bites,” a 
book featuring photographs 
of lesbians, was stopped by 
U.S. Customs on its way from 
England to Alyson Publica¬ 
tions in the United States. 

“Love Bites” was released 
two weeks later due to pres¬ 
sure from the media, accord¬ 
ing to Alyson marketing assis¬ 
tant Adrien Saks. 

“To have two exactly sim¬ 
ilar incidents out of the same 
U.S. Customs office and the 
targets in these cases are a 
major gay publication distrib¬ 
utor and the largest gay book¬ 
store in New England, yes I 
see a pattern and I think it’s 


dangerous and I think it’s ab¬ 
solutely sparked by some 
kind of right-wing agenda,” 
Mitzel said. 

George Henderson of the 
U.S. Attorney’s Office, who 
declared the material ob¬ 
scene, refused to speak with 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

Glad Day Bookshop has 
until May 15 to respond to 
the charges of obscenity. A 
hearing date has not been set. 

Ultimately, the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney’s Office must prove ob¬ 
scenity, according to Sarah 
Wunsch, staff attorney with 
the Massachusetts American 
Civil Liberties Union. 

Wunsch said that she did 
not know details of the Glad 
Day Bookshop case but she 
said that she wanted to deter¬ 
mine whether a pattern is de¬ 
veloping with Customs offi¬ 
cials. 

“It sounds like the pho¬ 
tographs are part of maga¬ 
zines that have substantive is¬ 
sues, that tends to make me 
think that the government 
can’t show these magazines to 
be obscene,” Wunsch said. ▼

The award marked the first 
time anyone could remember 
the Chamber honoring so pro¬ 
minent and radical a represen¬ 
tative of labor as Valdez. He 
founded El Teatro Campesino 
in San Juan Bautista in 1965 
during the Delano grape 
strike, which also gave birth to 
United Farm Workers. 

Kassman told the gathering 
of 600, “I am most proud of my 
work with the Lesbian and 
Gay Freedom Day Band since 
its inception, and other 
community-based musical 
groups.” 

Kassman ranks as one of the 
top corporate donors to the 
San Francisco Opera. 

“Art is inherent in what it 
means to be human,” he said. 
“The best mosaic is human¬ 
kind.” He received the Busi¬ 
ness Arts Advocate award. 

Valdez, who received the 
Cyril Magnin award for out¬ 
standing achievement in the 
arts, hailed San Francisco as 
“the Paris of the West.” 

“I feel I was accepted in San 
Francisco before I was born,” 
Valdez said. “You stand on the 
verge of a whole new century 
with a multicultural, multi¬ 
racial opportunity.” 

He emphasized the intercon¬ 
nectedness of human rights for 
all and said, “Sexual freedom 
is the essence of human free¬ 
dom.” 

Edward Hastings, outgoing 
artistic director of American 
Conservatory Theater, re¬ 
ceived the trustee award. 
Hastings wore a red ribbon in 
solidarity with persons with 
AIDS and described informed 
choice as fundamental to our 
democracy. 

“Only education makes 
choice possible,” he said. 

Richard LeBlond received 
an award on behalf of Chan¬ 
ticleer, the internationally 
famous a cappella men’s 
chorus, the only one in the 
United States to pay a profes¬ 
sional salary to all its mem¬ 
bers. 

Other awards for excellence 
went to Lois Gordon of the 
education department of the 
Fine Arts Museums, Linda 
Steinberg of the Jewish 
Museum and William Barrett 
of San Francisco Art Institute. 
The awards jury had special 
praise for SFAI for sponsoring 
controversial subjects. T

bugaboo homophobes flash in 
the public eye is the recruit¬ 
ment myth. Not only does 
Ricketts demonstrate that 
statistics on the sexual orien¬ 
tation of foster youngsters 
show that they are predomi¬ 
nantly heterosexual, but also 
that those children who are 
developing gay naturally ben¬ 
efit from households in which 
they are understood and nur¬ 
tured as they are. 

This book is a landmark in 
the campaign of gay America 
to show the nation and the 
world that our community 
has as much legitimacy and 
humane concern as any other.

coupled with the high suicide 
rate for lesbian, gay and bi¬ 
sexual youth, means difficulty 
for a gay, lesbian or bisexual 
Asian or Pacific Islander 
youth. 

“It’s very hard to come out 
if you’re Asian. There’s this 
whole myth that Asians can’t 
be gay, like it’s a disease that 
only affects white people,” 
Vong said. 

Vong said he hoped that 
his new group could both pre¬ 
vent suicide and create safe 
space for young lesbian, gay 
and bisexual Asians and Pa¬ 
cific Islanders to come out 
earlier. His own difficult com¬ 
ing out experiences were his 
impetus for starting the 
group. 

“In high school, everyone 
wants to fit in. If you’re differ¬ 
ent, you could be harassed, 
beaten up. I couldn’t come 
out. It was survival,” Vong 
said. “My parents would nev¬ 
er understand, my parents 
were still in culture shock. 
They were refugees from 
Vietnam after the war. It’s a 
major shock to just pick up 
and start your life over in a 
different country. 

“I started failing in school. 
I ran away. I tried killing my¬ 
self. It was my way of saying, 
‘I desperately need help.’ 

He added that it’s especial¬ 
ly important that young Asian 
lesbians can feel safe in the 
group, “because they have 
three strikes against them. 
Asian culture is a very male- 
dominated culture.” 

He pointed to the separa¬ 
tion in older generations be¬ 
tween the Gay Asian Pacific 
Alliance, an organization for 
men, and Asian Pacific Sis¬ 
ters, an organization for wom¬ 
en, and expressed a desire to 
overcome that barrier within 
his own generation. 

“I’m hoping the younger 
generation can work together 
as a community. I need sup¬ 
port from my Asian/Pacific 
lesbian sisters. If we can sup¬ 
port each other, we can begin 
to help others,” he said. 

The group meets again 
May 3 from 11 a.m. to 1 p.m. 
at Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Services, 1748 Market 
St. at Valencia, Suite 201. ▼

Former tennis superstar Ar¬ 
thur Ashe, still bitter over be¬ 
ing “forced” to reveal his HIV 
status, was complaining last 
week that he is being “pres¬ 
sured” by AIDS groups. Ashe 
says he eventually plans to 
speak out on the AIDS issue, 
but “no AIDS activist group is 
going to force me to do any¬ 
thing I don’t want to do.” 

Ashe, without being specific, 
complained that he had been 
pressured by such organiza¬ 
tions since his reluctant 


disclosure on April 8 that he 
has AIDS himself. But he said 
he is still considering what role 
he should play, and “high 
pressure tactics absolutely will 
not work on me.” 

Ashe spoke last week at a 
high school science day cele¬ 
bration in Washington but did 
not mention AIDS in his talk. 
Maybe Ashe’s bitterness is un¬ 
derstandable, but Magic John¬ 
son this guy is not. 

Jerry Seymour? Trying to 
breathe some life into his fail¬ 
ing campaign for the GOP sen¬ 
ate nomination, Rep. William 
Dannemeyer, the homophobic 
congressman from Orange 
County, took to the radio air¬ 
waves this week with an ad ac¬ 
cusing the equally anti-gay in¬ 
terim Sen. John Seymour of 
flip-flopping on a long list of 
issues and calling him “the 
Jerry Brown of the Republican 
Party.” 


And you’ve gotta like Mil¬ 
ton’s chances in this one: with 
less than a month before the 
June primary, campaign fi¬ 
nance reports show state Sen. 
Milton Marks with a reserve of 
more than $300,000 left to 
spend while his opponent, at¬ 
torney Joe Freitas, best known 
for his handling of the Dan 
White case, shows less than 
$40,000 left in the campaign 
coffer.

Robin Kay 

Robin Kay, aka Gloria K. Dolan, nee 
Gloria K. Estes, died in San Francisco 
March 14, 1992, from cerebral hemor¬ 
rhages. Survived by son Paul Dolan and 
many others with whom she shared 
music, friendship and laughter, and a 
sister. Ms. Kay was well-known to Bay 
Area audiences as a pianist and choral 
conductor. An expert on the works of 
Scott Joplin, she performed all his piano 
works on radio and in concert. She was 
the founding conductor of the S.F. Les¬ 
bian/Gay Chorus in 1980 and on the in¬ 
ternational board of directors of GALA 
(Gay and Lesbian Choral Arts Assoc.). 
She conducted the California Bach 
Society, SF Gay Men’s Chorus and NY 
Gay Men’s Chorus at Carnegie Hall. 
Robin founded Pacific Chamber 
Singers in 1976 and resumed PCS in 
1987 for AIDS-related fundraising. In 
three years her concerts with PCS 
raised over $21,000 for the SF AIDS 
Foundation Food Bank, for which she 
was publicly commended. Under Ms.

Richard Pacheco 

At 3:03 on the morning of April 27, 
the next breath never came. Richard 
was at peace with himself and the 
universe. 

He suffered a particularly nasty op¬ 
portunistic infection. Progressive 
multifocal leukoencephalopathy (PML) 
is an infection of the white matter of the 
brain. It’s like a slow stroke that robs 
the person of muscle control day by day, 
fast enough to catch you off guard, slow 
enough to inflict great suffering. 

Richard began with a slight speech 
impediment in November and spiraled 
downward to half-body paralysis and 
then nearly total paralysis. He was con¬ 
scious and possessed of most of his 
senses, but trapped inside, unable to 
speak or communicate. 

European doctors have had some suc¬ 
cess in treating PML with the anti¬ 
leukemia drug ARA-C (Cytarabine). But 
the treatment takes one to four months 
to work, and PML can kill you before 
then. 

If you or anyone you know has PML, 
or even suspects it, consider ARA-C 
right away. That is the lesson of 
Richard’s death. 

The lesson of Richard’s life is this: 
love without reserve Enjoy without 
restraint. Live without dead time. 

His life companion Randy Alfred and 
other friends will join to remember 
Richard and celebrate his life at the Fort 
Mason Conference Center, Sunday, May 
17, at 2 p.m.

ddC's Bumpy Road

Last month the FDA’s 
anti-viral advisory committee 
voted to recommend limited 
approval for that troubled 
“Broder Baby,” ddC. This de¬ 
cision was something of a sur¬ 
prise, as it is widely known 
that the hard scientific data in 
support of ddC simply doesn’t 
exist. Indeed, ddC’s bumpy 
road to official status was full 
of strange twists and bizarre 
reversals. 

“For once, politics played 
in our favor,” was how G’dali 
of ACT UP/Golden Gate put 
it. An observer at the commit¬ 
tee meeting, G’dali reported 
that the gathering had a defi¬ 
nite “scripted” feel and that it 
looked like the disgruntled 
and skeptical committee had 
been “strong-armed” by their 
superiors. 

David Kessler, the new 
head of the FDA, made a pas¬ 
sionate speech in favor of ex¬ 
pedited approval, promoting 
a fast-and-dirty limited ap¬ 
proval that could easily be re¬ 
voked if new treatments fail 
to perform up to standards in 
follow-up studies. 

He was clearly referring to 
the process pioneered with 
ddl, which was OK’d on the 
basis of preliminary data. In 
fact, ddl did quickly justify it¬ 
self, and at this same meeting 
had its “indications” expand¬ 
ed. 

Now ddl can officially be 
used by any HIVer with less 
than 300 T-cells (instead of 
the old “ceiling” of 200), and 
you no longer have to “fail” 
AZT to qualify. 

At the time of ddl’s initial 
approval, the attitude was 
“well, we don’t have the com¬ 
plete data, but we know it 
works and the mob is howl¬ 
ing for it, so let’s release it.” 
But with ddC, even activists 
wondered if approving a drug 
with such limited documenta¬ 
tion didn’t violate the basic 
principles and standards of 
scientific research. 

Activists concerned that 
AIDS treatments are being 
approved without enough 
“scientific” evidence? FDA 
honchos demanding drugs be 
released despite a complete 
absence of data? Has the 
world of AIDS research 
turned upside down? Well, 
not quite; let’s just say it’s 
wobbling crazily from side to 
side. 

Co-Opting the Under¬ 
ground 

Kessler is determined to 
shake the FDA out of its 
decade-plus of Reaganesque 


deregulatory slumber. New 
food groups have been de¬ 
clared over the acrimonious 
objections of the meat and 
dairy industry (whose PR de¬ 
partments had sculpted the 
old ones). Vitamins and min¬ 
erals are being scrutinized for 
effectiveness for the first

time. Labels on supermarket 
foods are to be edited for ac¬ 
curacy. 

At the same time, Kessler 
has to deal with a sudden 
surge of renewed deregula¬ 
tion mania from the White 
House, anxious to woo Big 
Business in this increasingly 
uncertain election year. 

Easy and early approval of 
ddC gratifies the pro-business 
red-tape cutters of Vice Pres¬ 
ident Dan Quayle’s “Compet¬ 
itiveness” Commission; it also 
placates HIVers and AIDS ac¬ 
tivists, for an unusual right- 
left alignment in payoffs. If it 
makes the scientists in the 
middle uncomfortable, well 
Kessler figures they’ll just 
have to grit their teeth and 
bear it; by now they should 
be used to having their con¬ 
cerns pushed to the bottom of 
the list. 

A final but probably deci¬ 
sive factor was Kessler’s con¬ 
cern about the growth of the 
treatment underground and 
buyers clubs. While ddC’s 
patent holder, Hoffman 
LaRoche, bumbled its way 
through its poorly designed 
and poorly executed studies, 
treatment activists legally ac¬ 
quired the drug in Europe 
and sold it at cost to HIVers. 
Earlier this year the FDA 
tried to squeeze off this alter¬ 
nate supply, seizing some 
buyers clubs’ ddC and stating 
that it failed potency tests (a 
claim yet to be verified by in¬ 
dependent analysis). 

They hoped that this ha¬ 
rassment would drive the un¬ 
derground out of the ddC 
market, but the buyers 
clubs refused to be intimidat¬ 
ed. They instituted new, strin¬ 
gent potency tests and, after a 
few months hiatus, are again 
supplying about 10,000 
HIVers nationwide with the 
not-quite-approved drug. 

Kessler knew that the 
strong moral and legal posi¬ 
tion of the buyers clubs 
made it impossible to simply 
shut them down, but the no¬ 
tion of citizens taking drug 
approval and distribution into 
their own hands made him 
very, very nervous. 

It also makes the pharma¬ 
ceutical industry very ner¬ 


vous. They market their 
drugs at astronomical mark¬ 
ups, made possible only by 
patent protections that grant 
them virtual monopolies. Un¬ 
derground competition could 
easily undercut their inflated 
prices. Even if the federal 
government were quick to 
shut down such rogue opera¬ 
tions, the negative PR could 
be devastating, if only by re¬ 
vealing the genuine market 
price of the treatment. 

The only answer, from 
Kessler’s perspective, was to 
co-opt the buyers clubs by 
quickly approving ddQ thus 
demonstrating that the gov¬ 
ernment is moving fast 
enough to introduce new 
AIDS treatments and that in¬ 
dependent efforts aren’t need¬ 
ed. Having decided to ap¬ 
prove ddC for these essential¬ 
ly political reasons, Kessler 
then set out to find some data 
to support his decree. 

Burroughs to the Rescue 

This was no easy task. 
LaRoche’s own studies had 
been badly bungled and suf¬ 
fered heavily from “disenroll- 
ment,” i.e. subjects dropping 
out, typically once they fig¬ 
ured out that they were in 
the wrong “arm” of the study 
(a placebo or AZT-only 
group). LaRoche paid a steep 
price for its bad relationship 
with community activists, 
who could have mediated 
such problems. If, as is wide¬ 
ly believed, LaRoche hires 
advice from selected treat¬ 
ment activist “consultants,” 
one has to wonder at the val¬ 
ue of their consul. 

How is it that ddC has 
such a large following, de¬ 
spite the lack of proof that it 
does any good? Among HIV 
doctors in San Francisco, a 
combo of AZT and ddC is 
considered “state of the art” 
therapy on the basis of direct 
clinical observations. But 
such unsystematic observa¬ 
tions and clinical judgments 
simply don’t add up to data, 
especially in the absence of 
any serious attempt to tabu¬ 
late them. Doctors and ac¬ 
tivists simply trusted their 
own experience and waited 
for LaRoche to come with 
the hard evidence — and wait¬ 
ed and waited. 

Kessler’s coup was to have 
Burroughs-Wellcome, famed 
producer of AZT and Acy¬ 
clovir, pull their rival’s chest¬ 
nuts out of the fire. A Bur¬ 
roughs study of AZT and 
ddC in combination provided 
evidence that LaRoche’s drug 
could have some benefit.

About 100 stores suffered 
damage and looting, includ¬ 
ing numerous businesses 
along Market Street such as 
Radio Shack, Copeland’s 
Sporting Goods and Marshall’s. 
Small businesses, including 
jewelry and other stores, 
were also hard hit. Macy’s, 
Chanel, FAO Schwartz and 
other stores in Union Square 
were also vandalized and loot- 
ed. 

The crowd then proceeded 
up Nob Hill to the Fairmont 
Hotel where automobiles 
were overturned and vandal¬ 


ized. 

Police said 1,100 people 
were arrested April 30, about 
120 of those on felony 
charges involving destruction 
of property, burglary, looting, 
arson and assaults on police 
officers. 

District Attorney Arlo 
Smith said some of those 
charged with felonies were 
being held on bail of between 
$25,000 and $50,000. 

One protester wielding a 
baseball bat was shot in the 
leg by police at Fisherman’s 
Wharf in a looting incident. 

In response to the violence 
and looting, Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan called a state of emergen¬ 
cy in the city and ordered a 
curfew in effect from 9 p.m. 
until 6 a.m. Jordan said peo¬ 


ple going about lawful activi¬ 
ty could remain on the streets 
and that only people who 
were out without good reason 
would be told to go home or 
face arrest. 

The Board of Supervisors 
concurred with the request 
for the state of emergency 
and curfew but demanded 
that people be given a chance 
to leave when ordered to dis¬ 
perse. 

Damage estimates during 
the night total more than $1 
million in San Francisco. 

Similar disturbances in 
Berkeley, mostly along Tele¬ 
graph Avenue and Shattuck 
Avenue, also caused an esti¬ 
mated $1 million in 
damages. ▼

sembly, failure to disperse 
and violating the state of 
emergency curfew. 

“Even though they got ar¬ 
rested at 7:15, before the 9 
p.m. curfew was to take ef¬ 
fect,” Rodriguez said. 

Rodriguez said the Weekly 
would represent the reporters 
if the charges were not 
dropped. 

The Bay Times’ Kingston 
was arrested at 23rd Street 
and Mission. Kingston, a well- 
known journalist, was wear¬ 
ing his press credentials. He 
said they were stolen by po¬ 
lice. 

“I was at 24th Street to 
cover the demonstration,” 
Kingston said. “There were 
one or two police warnings 
that people on the 24th Street 
corner should disperse or 
they would be arrested. We 
dispersed to the opposite cor¬ 
ner. Another warning was 
made. Myself and a group of 
50-60 others then dispersed. 
We made our way up Mission 
Street in the direction that 
police had requested, only to 
find a line of police at 23rd 
and Mission blocking our 
exit. We were rounded up 
and corralled.” 

Kingston approached a po¬ 
lice line and indicated his 
bright pink 1992 police press 
credentials on his black 
leather jacket. 

“I said, ‘Please let me 
through. I’m working press.’ 
They flatly refused. I have 
some of their badge numbers. 

I heard officers talking about 
me. I heard two officers iden¬ 
tify me. I heard an officer be¬ 
hind me say, ‘Get his press 
badge.’ I was being hand¬ 
cuffed and my press pass was 
removed over my loud 
protest.” 

Kingston said that he 
might be able to identify the 
officer who removed his press 
badge and he is considering 
legal action over the incident. 
He said he believed he was 
targeted by police officers. 

Kingston was released that 


night from Pier 38 after Bay 
Times Publisher Kim Corsaro 
intervened. 

“I’m outraged. He was tar¬ 
geted for arrest. They knew 
what they were doing when 
the arrested him. They re¬ 
leased him immediately when 
I arrived to get him out. They 
had no reason to arrest him 
in the first place. He was tak¬ 
ing notes. They refused to 
give his press pass back. I’m 
really pissed,” Corsaro said. 

San Francisco Police Lt. 
Jim Molinari said that the dis¬ 
persal order was given and a 
loud hailer was used to order 
people to disperse. 

Mission Station Capt. John 
Newlin said the mobile loud 
hailer was used around the 
area of 21st and Mission to 
order people to disperse after 
initial dispersal orders and ar¬ 
rests at 24th and Mission. 
Newlin said that demonstra¬ 
tors were playing a game of 
“cat and mouse” and were 
pursued by police. 

Those arrested could have 
exited the area onto South 
Van Ness and Valencia street, 
Newlin said. 

Newlin said that he per¬ 
sonally allowed several re¬ 
porters who “had slim-to- 
nonexistent identification” 
to leave the area surrounded by 
the police line. Some of the 
reporters had letters of iden¬ 
tification from editors, others 
had business cards. 

“There were plenty of op¬ 
portunities for people to dis¬ 
perse. There were avenues of 
dispersal,” Newlin said. 

“In the heat of that kind of 
situation, people who were 
not properly credentialed 
were arrested. People with 
proper credentials were in 
fact released. A number of 
people were identified as re¬ 
porters. Chief Hongisto in 
fact made a request to locate 
reporters who might have 
been arrested so they could 
be released. A whole slew of 
names,” Molinari said. 

Kingston has been issued 
temporary press credentials 
since the incident. ▼

tions are to blame for creat¬ 
ing and perpetuating a capi¬ 
talist economic system that 
disenfranchises huge seg¬ 
ments of society, which leads 
to unemployment, crime and 
poverty. The rioting was 
wrong and unproductive. In¬ 
nocent people lost their lives. 
Businesses were obliterated, 
and more people will now be 
out of work. At the same 
time, the rage is understand¬ 
able. 

San Francisco police made 
mistakes at the 24th Street 
and Mission demonstration. 
According to reports from 
people at the scene and those 
arrested, innocent people who 
were trying to obey an order 
to disperse were arrested af¬ 
ter being given no chance to 
leave. Police decided to arrest 
everyone or as many people 
as they could, regardless of 
whether they posed a threat 
to public safety. It appears 
that police really didn’t want 
people to disperse because 
they had a fear that those dis¬ 
persing might run up and 
down side streets causing 
property damage and then re¬ 
group elsewhere only to 
cause more trouble. 

People who were two 
blocks away from where the 


order to disperse was given 
say they were not even aware 
of the order when they were 
arrested. Police appear to 
have violated the mayor’s 
emergency proclamation 
which states that protesters 
had to be given an opportuni¬ 
ty to disperse after they were 
ordered to do so. 

Why didn’t police question 
people, do ID checks on the 
scene and arrest only those 
who appeared to be a threat? 
Hongisto claims ID checks 
were made, but witnesses 
said police made no ID 
checks and, in fact, even ig¬ 
nored members of the media 
when they presented 
identification. Are these po¬ 
lice that unprofessional? The 
situation was not out of hand; 
there was no mayhem. Police 
had an opportunity to calmly 
single out potential trouble¬ 
makers. Police said they see 
the same people who insti¬ 
gate trouble over and over 
again. Why weren’t they tar¬ 
geted for arrest? If they were 
some of the ones who caused 
trouble Thursday night, why 
were they still on the street 
Friday night? 

Most disturbing was the 
fact that members of the me¬ 
dia were arrested, some with 
official San Francisco Police 
Department press credentials 
on, some without. Bay Times 
reporter Tim Kingston had 
his press credential on, but

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was arrested anyway. His cre¬ 
dential has yet to be returned. 
Four S.F. Weekly freelancers 
were arrested. Photographer 
David Keenan, who lives in 
the area, did not have his cre¬ 
dential on him and was ar¬ 
rested even though he had 
identification that proved he 
is a member of the media. He 
was held until Sunday morn¬ 
ing. Business Week Bureau 
Chief Russell Mitchell was 
held for 32 hours. 

Also at issue is the treat¬ 
ment of detainees in the San¬ 
ta Rita Jail in Alameda Coun¬ 
ty. HIV-positive arrestees 
were denied AZT. Gays were 
subjected to anti-gay slurs. 
The Board of Supervisors 
should pass a resolution con¬ 
demning the treatment by 
Alameda County Jail employ¬ 
ees. Business Week’s Mitchell 
likened treatment at Santa 
Rita to “torture.” They were 
kept outside in the cold for 
several hours and not given 
food for 16 hours. Quite a 
price to pay for a few min¬ 
utes of expression of speech. 

When tempers soar, stereo- 
typing runs rampant. San 
Francisco police, whose tem¬ 
peratures were boiling over 
what happened Thursday 
night, targeted everyone at 
24th Street and Mission be¬ 
cause they were all perceived 
as troublemakers. What has 
happened to individual ac¬ 
countability and rights? 

We are thankful that San 
Francisco suffered no more 
damage than it did. But civil 
liberties suffered as a result. 
Los Angeles police have been 
accused of not doing enough. 
San Francisco police seem to 
have gone too far. 


Most of the Friday night 
charges have been dropped, 
but the San Francisco Police 
Department should apologize 
for its excessive actions if it 
hopes to regain any credibili¬ 
ty in the activist community. 

Mistakes seem to have 
been made by officers who 
were out of Chief Hongisto’s 
sight. Hongisto insists on 
standing by each and every 
officer who was on Mission 
Street. Someone is not telling 
the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth. 

Daryl Gates refused for 12 
years to admit mistakes were 
made by his officers. T

Lawsuits Expected 

Jordan expects lawsuits 
over the incident but is fully 
confident that the letter of the 
law was followed, said Yobi 
Benjamin, a spokesman. 

Benjamin said that the 
state of emergency was made 
in consultation with African 
American leaders and was 
overwhelmingly supported by 
the public. 

The police response to the 
Mission Street demonstration 
concerned most supervisors. 

“I would be less than the 
wimp I am accused of being 
if I didn’t say that I had some 
serious concerns about Chief 
Hongisto’s performance,” Su¬ 
pervisor Harry Britt said. 

According to Britt, the “ev¬ 
idence is fairly clear” that 
there were abuses by police 
in the situation. 

“There is a Constitution 


and it was violated. Free 
speech just went out the win¬ 
dow,” Supervisor Angela 
Alioto said of the arrests. 

But the city attorney be¬ 
lieves the arrests were legal. 

“I do believe that people 
are concerned about a num¬ 
ber of issues. First of all there 
was a state of emergency de¬ 
clared by the mayor. The 
Board of Supervisors con¬ 
curred as required under City 
Charter section 3.100,” Renne 
said. 

According to Renne, Jor¬ 
dan and the Board issued two 
separate curfew orders and a 
further order that gave police 
the authority to disperse 
crowds “when the situation 
required it.” 

“I am convinced that each 
one of those orders as well as 
the declaration of emergency 
were legal,” Renne said. 

“I understand that some 
people are concerned about 
how those orders were imple¬ 
mented. That will be up to 
the courts to determine. Giv¬ 
en all the actions that were

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taking place on Thursday, I’m 
convinced the mayor and the 
Board acted properly.” 

Renne called the order a 
“very rare situation” and said 
that the U.S. and state Consti¬ 
tutions contemplate that there 
“can be emergency situations 
which will modify and limit 
rights.” 

More than 1,600 people 
were arrested, including ap¬ 
proximately 120 on felony 
charges of burglary-looting, 
assault on police officers or 
possession of weapons, during 
the two-day state of emergen- 
cy. 

Misdemeanor citations are 
being reviewed on a case by 
case basis, the district attor¬ 
ney said. Most people arrest¬ 
ed Friday night on misde¬ 
meanor charges were re¬ 
leased on bail. Charges were 
dropped on May 4. 

Extraordinary Powers 

Under the state of emer¬ 
gency proclamation issued by 
Jordan and approved unani¬ 
mously by the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors on April 30 and re¬ 
approved on May 1, Hongisto 
and Sheriff Michael Hen¬ 
nessey were given extraordi¬ 
nary police powers to dis¬ 
perse and prevent gatherings 
of people “whenever the 
peace officer on the scene 
has reason to believe the 
gathering endangers or is 
likely to endanger persons or 
property.” 

However, the order explic¬ 
itly stated that those warned 
to disperse had to be given a 
chance to leave. 

Saying that the end does 
not justify the means, Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union at¬ 
torney John Crew said that 
the arrests were “contrary to 
everything the Bill of Rights 
stands for.” 

Crew said the police re¬ 
sponse was similar to arrest¬ 
ing an entire theatre audience 


because one person yelled 
fire. 

“They are wrong. We 
saved the city,” Hongisto said 
of those criticizing the police 
response. 

Businesses Shut Down 

Early on May 1 as the city 
braced for more violence af¬ 
ter the April 30 riot, many 
business owners in the Castro 
closed early amid reports al¬ 
legedly from someone in the 
Mayor’s Office that the gay 
neighborhood might be the 
scene of more confrontations. 

By 5:30 p.m. almost all re¬ 
tailers had shut down, only 
bars and restaurants re¬ 
mained open. Walgreen’s, 
normally open 24 hours a 
day, shut down at 8 p.m. Cit¬ 
izen, a clothing store on Cas¬ 
tro, removed all inventory 
from its storefront. 

Eber Electronics on Mar¬ 
ket Street and the Edge bar 
on 18th Street both boarded 
up all of their windows. 
Many businesses in the city 
and shopping ‘ centers 
throughout the Bay Area shut 
down at mid-day. The Cinco 
de Mayo celebration that had 
been scheduled for May 3 in 
the Mission was postponed 
until May 10. 

Several hundred protesters 
gathered at at 24th and Mis¬ 
sion around 6:30 p.m. but po¬ 
lice quickly surrounded the 
area, and Hongisto, fearing 
the protesters might turn vio¬ 
lent and trigger a repeat of 
Thursday night’s violence, or¬ 
dered everyone on the street 
to disperse or face arrest. 

However, many people 
who were arrested claim they 
did not hear any order to dis¬ 
perse and that they were not 
given a chance to leave. 

Hongisto told the Board 
that dispersal orders were 
given three times in English 
and once in Spanish and said 
the situation justified the po¬ 
lice action. 

SFPD Ll Jim Molinari 
said the dispersal orders were 
videotaped and that demon¬ 
strators had plenty of oppor-

tunity and time to leave the 
scene. 

Molinari also said that peo¬ 
ple arrested on Hartford 
Street in the Castro in a brief 
confrontation had rallied at 
Dolores Park and “were hell 
bent on going to the Castro 
and causing trouble” so police 
dispersed the gathering. 

“We did not act precipi¬ 
tously,” Molinari said. 

As a Sheriff s Department 
helicopter circled overhead, 
580 people were ultimately 
arrested, including bystanders 
and people leaving businesses 
on Mission Street. 

“I didn’t hear one dispersal 
order,” said Mark Huestis, a 
gay filmmaker who was ar¬ 
rested at 22nd Street. 

Harassment at Santa Rita 

Taken to Pier 38 after be¬ 
ing held in a crowded and 
stuffy police van for about an 
hour and a half, Huestis was 
eventually transported to 
Santa Rita jail because the lo¬ 
cal county jail facility was too 
full. 

Huestis said that he was 
denied AZT at the jail for 24 
hours because “they said my 
name wasn’t on the lisf’and 
he was placed in a unit that 
guards called “Cellblock H.” 

“They kept harassing us 
and calling us homos and just 
humiliating us.” 

Huestis said that a PWA, 
who was recently released 
from the hospital with a bout 
of pneumocystis, was forced 
to stand outside in the cold 
for several hours. 

After bond was posted, 
Huestis was released late Sat¬ 
urday night. His charges were 
dropped May 4. 

On May 2 at a rare 
Saturday meeting, the Board 
of Supervisors voted 7-1 to 
overrule Jordan and Hongisto 
and rescind the emergency 
proclamation. Jordan had 
wanted to keep the state of 
emergency in effect through¬ 
out the weekend because 
other cities in the Bay Area, 
notably Berkeley, were keep¬ 
ing their curfews in effect 
and he felt that ending it 
would attract troublemakers 
to San Francisco. 

Only Jordan appointee An- 
nemarie Conroy voted to 
keep the proclamation in ef¬ 
fect. Supervisors Willie 
Kennedy, Tom Hsieh and Bill 
Maher were absent from the 
meeting. 

“Ending emergency pow¬ 
ers put the police and the city 
in a much worse position,” 
Hongisto said at a news con¬ 
ference May 4 in the Mayor’s 
Office. “It was the wrong 
thing to do, a gamble that 
shouldn’t have been taken. I 
don’t apologize for what we 
did to stop it.” 

In an emotional plea to the 
Board, Supervisor Terence 


Hallinan said, “There is no 
emergency. My wife and I are 
going out to a restaurant 
tonight. I hope everybody 
here is going out to a restau¬ 
rant tonight. The emergency 
is over. The only people not 
being punished by this are 
the looters. Everybody else in 
the city is being punished by 
this.” 

The Board proceedings 
were continually interrupted 
by people shouting, “No jus¬ 
tice, no peace” and “Fuck the 
police.” At one point a man 
rushed the supervisors, 
lunged over the railing and 
was tackled by a half dozen 
police officers. The audience 
shouted for about a minute 
before Board President Kevin 
Shelley was able to restore 
order. 

Jim Lazarus, a spokesman 
for the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said that the response 
by Jordan and Hongisto pre¬ 
vented the situation from es¬ 
calating and that the courts 
would uphold the police re¬ 
sponse to the gathering. 

Despite the fact that the 
emergency proclamation and 
curfew were rescinded, there 
were no problems in the city 
Saturday night. Jordan at¬ 
tributed the peace to a strong 
police presence. 

“I maintained full comple¬ 
ments of police on the streets. 
I would have rather reduced 


it,” he said. 

Hongisto said swift and de¬ 
cisive action Friday night pre¬ 
vented violence. He said the 
fact that 700 people remained 
in jail Saturday night helped 
in maintaining control. 

“The same people that or¬ 
ganized Thursday’s riot came 
back to try to organize anoth¬ 
er one Friday,” Hongisto said. 
“We have known for a long 
time that people have come 
from the East Bay to orches¬ 
trate and organize distur¬ 
bances in San Francisco. Us¬ 
ing the Rodney King episode, 
they were successful. 

“Organizers of Thursday’s 
events were trying to do it all 
over again, manipulate peo¬ 
ple and trigger another inci¬ 
dent,” Hongisto said. “We 
didn’t let them.” 

At the news conference, 
Hongisto displayed an assort¬ 
ment of items allegedly seized 
on the street, including rocks, 
broken bottles that reportedly 
had contained combustible 
fluids, a stun gun and ban¬ 
danas that were worn by 
some of the demonstrators to 
conceal their identities. 

Supervisor Roberta Acht- 
enberg has scheduled a hear¬ 
ing with the City Services Com¬ 
mittee for May 19 regarding 
the police sweep and mass ar¬ 
rests at 24th and Mission 
streets on May 1. ▼

Ironically, the Burroughs 
study wasn’t even designed to 
measure effectiveness, and fo¬ 
cused rather on how HIV de¬ 
velops resistance to AZT 
Even so, the study was large 
and clean enough to demon¬ 
strate ddC’s effect, and there¬ 
fore provide the fig leaf need¬ 
ed to conceal the political na¬ 
ture of new drug’s approval. 

Burroughs certainly has 
come a long way. Two years 
ago they were reviled as the 
most heartless and exploitive 
of pharmaceutical corpora¬ 
tions because of their price¬ 
gouging on AZT. Since that 
time they’ve slashed the price 
of AZT to a fraction of its ini¬ 
tial cost, and they now donate 
millions of dollars to AIDS 
organizations (albeit mostly to 
fund advertising about “early 
intervention,” which usually 
amounts to taking AZT). 

Realizing that they could 
count on volume of sales to 
produce profits, they dropped 
their arrogant monopoly-cap¬ 
italist stand and have devel¬ 
oped an almost ideal relation¬ 
ship with activists. Now they 
are in the delightful position 
of proving that their rival’s 


treatment is effective — but 
only when taken with their 
own product! For ddC was 
rejected as a “monotherapy” 
by itself and approved only 
as an adjunct to AZT. For all 
its efforts, at this point 
LaRoche has produced a 
drug that, officially, merely 
extends the benefits — and 
market — of Burroughs’ aging 
warhorse. 

So almost everybody is 
happy. The Quayle commis¬ 
sion nods approval at such 
slashing of red tape. LaRoche 
finally gets to start marketing 
its drug (it could be in the 
Walgreen’s by June). Bur¬ 
roughs gets to make a noble 
gesture of scientific coopera¬ 
tion, only incidentally show¬ 
ing up its competitor, and ex¬ 
pand the market for AZT 
HIVers get easier access to 
ddC and insurance coverage 
for it. Kessler has won a ma¬ 
jor victory in his ongoing, up¬ 
hill struggle for control over 
regulatory policy. Only the 
fuss-budget data-gleaners 
were sour at the outcome. 

Overall, therefore, this 
must be considered a victory 
in the war against HIV, but 
for some odd reason, I just 
don’t feel like we won very 
much. T 


S.F. Riots 
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Gide Under the Microscope 

^ New Bio Champions Literature’s 
tel ‘Homosexual Moralist’

Morals are a nation’s 
hypocrisy. — Honore de 
Balzac 

P atrick Pollard’s new 
book Andre Gide: Ho¬ 
mosexual Moralist 
explores the work of 
the great French writer in 
depth and with captivating fi¬ 
nesse. Pollard’s serious and 
scholarly tome concentrates 
on Gide’s homosexualist ide¬ 
als in the most positive and 
supportive framework imag¬ 
inable. 

Beginning with a detailed 
and exhaustive dissection of 
Corydon, Gide’s apologia for 


pederasty, and ending with 
close readings of the major 
novels, The Immoralist, The 
Vatican Caves (Lafcadio’s Ad¬ 
ventures) and The Counter¬ 
feiters , the fascinating bulk 
of Pollard’s rich analysis is 
devoted to the influences on 
Gide’s work — from antiquity 
to fin de siecle — by the ma¬ 
jor queer artists, philosophers 
and men of letters through 
the centuries. 

For anyone interested in 
gay literature, this volume is 
an indispensable (not to men¬ 
tion vastly entertaining) work. 
Pollard even, goes into the 
standard heterosexualist med¬ 
ical theories and mental ther¬ 
apies applied to “curing” the 
gay man. Besides the expect¬ 
ed remedies of hypnosis and 
even castration, gymnastics 
is also recommended, while 
the nasty habit of masturba¬ 
tion may be eradicated by ty¬ 
ing the offender’s hands up at 
night. Uh huh. Kleptomania 
is even listed as an occupa¬ 
tional consequence of homo¬ 
sexual practice. 


Disdained Queens 

One learns about the dis¬ 
tinctions between “pederast,” 
“invert,” “Sodomite” and “per¬ 
vert” made by turn of the cen¬ 
tury physicians and the reac¬ 
tions to this among the open¬ 
ly gay thinkers of that era. 
Gide even claimed that there 
were male lesbians — men 
who had sex with women in 
the passive role. He also was 
adamant that the “true” ho¬ 
mosexual was butch, mascu¬ 
line and, in true South of 
Market fashion, disdained the 
nelly queen stereotypes. 

Gide held that in decadent 
times, there is a glorification 
of heterosexuality, while in 
times of great art — the Re¬ 
naissance and Periclean 
Athens — it is homosexuality 
that flourishes. 

“A hypocritical attitude is 
displayed by modern educa¬ 
tionalists who praise Greek 
art without mentioning its 
moral premises,” he stated.

San Francisco Meets 
‘The Honeymooners’

T his must be good- 
times month at Josie’s! 
First Lisa Kron, and 
then the comic One 
of These Days by Jeff 
Thompson and Joseph 
Leonardi. Their play is mod¬ 
eled loosely after the old 
Honeymooners sitcom; the 
central characters are based 
on the whimsical notion that 
the sons of the Nortons and 
the Kramdens grew up gay 
and met in San Francisco. I 
spoke with co-author, co-pro¬ 
ducer and co-star Thompson 
over a couple of Josie’s fa¬ 
mous oatmeal cookies. 

Jeff, who is one of the rare 
people actually born in San 
Francisco, has lived in the 
Bay Area all his life. He was 
a writer and performer with 
the political troupe The Plu¬ 
tonium Players, and more re¬ 
cently, he has been delighting 
audiences in queer produc¬ 
tions all over the city. Thomp¬ 
son at once began drawing 
parallels between his life and 
the lives of the characters he 
has created. 

“Whether we intend to or 
not, what we write about is 
really about ourselves,” he ex¬ 
plained. “Like the character I 
play, I’m not at all financially 


stable — I’m struggling to find 
new temp work, and I’m 
holding down two jobs to 
make ends meet.” 

The comparison extends 
further. “Part of what I deal 
with is weight — gaining and 
losing, having wardrobes for 
different sizes of me. In the 
gay community, it’s some¬ 
thing to deal with — not look¬ 
ing like what everyone is sup¬ 
posed to look like.” 


Following the Formula 

Thompson and Leonardi 
follow the vaudeville/sitcom 
formula of comedy teams: 
overweight and underweight. 
“But in the days of Laurel 
and Hardy, Abbott and 
Costello,” said Thompson, 
“queer people weren’t part of 
the world. OK, we said to 
each other, but what about 
their kids!” 

The show.grew as fast as 
the issues presented them¬ 
selves. “In looking at the sit¬ 
com style,” Thompson contin¬ 
ued, “economics was never a 
problem. People all lived in a 
Donna Reed situation. I know 
that the mainstream idea of 
gay economics is that we 
have all this disposable in¬ 
come — but / never had any! 
We wanted to show that.”

L ast Thursday after¬ 
noon I was sitting at 
Cafe Flore when a 
group of about 40 or 
50 people marched by protest¬ 
ing the Rodney King verdict. 
I was shocked by how small 
the crowd was, so my room¬ 
mate Tracy and I immediate¬ 
ly downed our coffees and 
joined them. I was so enraged 
by the whole TRAVESTY 
that I was compelled to join 
in. 

We marched down Market 
Street to the sounds of mo¬ 
torists honking their support, 
waving bus drivers and cheer¬ 
ing passersby. It seemed that 
the whole city was unani¬ 
mous on this one. We were 
one. When we turned the cor¬ 
ner at Van Ness and Market, 
I was thrilled to see 700-800 
other marchers in front of the 
State Building. 

One of the first sights to 
strike me was a sign that said 
RODNEY! I was a little 
dazed at this point from 
marching and chanting, but 
even still I thought — thinking 
that the chick with the great 
big dick was at it again — 
“Only that queen would go to 
a protest carrying a sign with 
her own name on it!” 

As I was wading through 
the assembled to begin to 
read her beads, I remembered 
that the Rodney in question 
was not Rodney O’Neal 
Austin, but the Rodney we 
were there to support — Rod¬ 
ney King. Duh ... 

As the crowd began to 
move peaceably through the 
streets, chanting, “What do 
we want? Justice! When do

we want it? Now!” Five 
MUNI BUSLOADS of police 
in riot gear disembarked and 
began running all over the 
place like KEYSTONE 
COPS — or maybe GI Joes on 
bad acid. 

They were like high school 
boys looking for a fight. It 
was strange — yet predictable 
— how their presence was so 
antagonistic. 

It immediately added an 
angry edge to the mood of 
the already tense crowd. As 
we slowly progressed down 
Market Street, they blocked 
us off from the front and the 
rear and refused to let us 
move. We were hot, we were 
tired, and we weren’t about to 
stop. We were doing nothing 
wrong. 

Sound of Breaking Glass 

Stifled and exasperated, 
several of the people began to 
get confused and upset. Sud¬ 
denly we heard the sound of 
breaking glass as a few peo¬ 
ple smashed the windows of 
Merrills and two men ran in¬ 


side. We had already been 
marching for about an hour 
and a half, so most of the peo¬ 
ple were thirsty and the 
smokers were most definitely 
jonesing for fags. So when 
the first man came out with a 
carton of cigarettes and the 
second with a six pack of 
beer, a cheer went up from 
the crowd. Somehow it was 
funny. 

Finally, not to be deterred, 
we went up a side street 
wending and winding our 
way through Union Square 
back to the Tenderloin and 
up Nob Hill. There were 
windows being smashed and 
loot being taken in one of the 
finest displays of ANARCHY 
I have witnessed in a long 
time. 

While in Union Square, 
one drag queen got herself a 
really expensive — and VERY 
UGLY — purse while her girl¬ 
friend chanted, “Chanel! 
Chanel!” 

I guess the Board of Super¬ 
visors had given an order to 
the police that they could not 
arrest anyone unless they had 
given the order for them to 
leave first. So at one point as 
we marched up Mason Street, 
a line of riot goons marched 
across the top of the hill, halt¬ 
ing about 50 of us who were 
hanging back with the slower, 
older people, and refused to 
allow us to continue with the 
rest of the marchers. 

Another line of cops came 
running up from the bottom 
of the hill wielding their 
shields and batons and scar¬ 
ing the BEJEEBIES out of 
us. They then ordered us to 
leave the street or we would 
be arrested. The only prob¬ 
lem was that they refused to 
let any of us leave the street. 

Several people rushed the 
police line in frustration be¬ 
cause they were obviously 
trapped. In the process my 
friend Jade was swept away 
from me and toward the po¬ 
lice. As she reached out to 
me, one of the big strong men 
blindly swung his great big 
stick and clubbed her lovely, 
birdlike arm. 

Oldest Trick 

Well, I could see we had to 
get out of there, and since I 
was wearing a lovely, tasteful 
and somewhat drab frock, I 
used one of the oldest tricks 
in the book. I grabbed my 
girlfriend’s good arm and 
said, “Follow me, Hon!” I 


calmly strolled up to one of 
the thugs in blue, batted my 
eyelashes, and said, “Excuse 
me, would you please let me 
pass? I really must go home.” 

He looked a little bit con¬ 
fused, and as he stepped 
aside, I grabbed my sister and 
hauled ass out of there. 

On my way back to the 
Flore, I happened upon a 
bunch of poor people coming 
out of RADIO SHACK with 
the booty of life. One queen 
was carrying a brand-new 
VCR, and all I could think 
was, “I hope she has a nice 
TV to plug that thing into.” 

Yes, it was about race, and 
it was about injustice, but it 
was also about class. It was a 


reaction to 12 years of being 
told we don’t count. Of being 
told that Kennedys can rape, 
but Tysons can’t. Neil Bush 
can rob savings and loans, but 
if black girls shoplift bread, 
they can be shot in the back 
and it’s OK. Johp Sununu can 
fly all over the world in gov¬ 
ernment planes, but we have 
to pay more and wait longer 
to take the bus. 

The police fanned the hys¬ 
teria, telling Castro merchants 
that a gang of teenagers was 
heading for the neighborhood 
to loot and riot. Please! If my 
memory serves me properly, 
the only people ever to ever 
riot in the Castro are the po-

Mighty Peasant 
Cinema

L uchino Visconti’s com¬ 
plete version of his 
1960 Rocco and His 
Brothers, in yet an¬ 
other restoration job from 
Martin Scorsese, will grace 
the Castro with its mighty 
cinema May 20-30. This is the 
full three-hour version in glo¬ 
rious black and white and 
wide screen — not the ineptly 
edited botch that circulated in 
American art houses through¬ 
out the ’60s. 

Rocco is one of Visconti’s 
“peasant” films, along with 
La Terra Trema and Osses- 
sione, which on the whole 
are less successful than the 
“aristocratic” works — chiefly 
Senso, The Leopard and his 
last, much misunderstood 
Conversation Piece. 


A poor Sicilian family con¬ 
sisting of dominating, unedu¬ 
cated mother Rosaria (Katina 
Paxinou) and her four beauti¬ 
ful sons descend on the estab¬ 
lished eldest sibling Vincenzo 
in Milan to make better lives 
for themselves in the industri¬ 
al north. The two older sons, 
Rocco (Alain Delon) and Si¬ 
mone (Renato Salvatori), are 
lured by the instant success of 
the sporting life of profession¬ 
al boxing, while the younger, 
Ciro and Luca, have the 
tenacity to strive toward the 
“improved” bourgeois realm 
of Vincenzo. Visconti’s politi¬ 
cized irony in presenting the 
cul-de-sac of consumerism as 
eventually rather not much 
better than low-life graft and 
crime is a prop over which 
the film occasionally stum¬ 
bles.

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Handsome Simone (Renato Salvatori) eventually sells himself to a boxing promoter (Paolo 
Stolppa) in gay director Luchino Visconti's gritty Rocco and His Brothers. 


The title places the empha¬ 
sis on Delon and his equivo¬ 
cal role as saint and martyr 
vis-a-vis his brother Simone, 
going rapidly bad. The two 
brothers not only share in 
gnostic duality the same voca¬ 
tion but also the same wom¬ 
an, the prostitute Nadia (An¬ 
nie Girardot). 

Agitated Focus 

If Delon is somewhat re¬ 
strained and Paxinou shame¬ 
lessly overblown, then Girar- 
dot’s volatile, no apologies 
Nadia is the film’s thespian 
tour de force, its agitated fo¬ 
cus. 

Given Visconti’s upfront 
public embrace of homosexu¬ 
ality, it’s somewhat disingen¬ 
uous to include among Si¬ 
mone’s slides into degrada¬ 
tion his selling of his body for 
money to the slimy boxing 
promoter. To balance this is 
the subtler possibility that Si¬ 


mone and Rocco’s unrelent¬ 
ing bonding is symptomatic 
of a mutual passion that they 
are spiritually unable to ac¬ 
knowledge. As they’ve been 
brought up with the artifacts 
of Catholicism, this would 
make a soupcon of sense. 

If melodrama without iron¬ 
ic distance sometimes in¬ 
trudes on the unfolding narra¬ 
tive, then there are still a suf¬ 
ficient number of passages of 
stunning emotional and visual 
power to atone for these laps¬ 
es. 

The family’s nocturnal ar¬ 
rival in the snow-laden 
metropolis is breathtaking yet 
eminently simple. Nadia and 
Rocco’s courtship in the back 
of a Milanese streetcar illus¬ 
trates with the sweep of the 
camera’s track their transcen¬ 
dent ecstasy. The couple’s 
tragic breakup on the roof of 
the Duomo is a bravura scene 
of force and majesty — individ¬ 


ual catastrophe set against the 
almost mocking objectivity of 
this landmark edifice. 

The gentle humor of city 
mice meeting country kin 
over the tyranny of the family 
dinner table is beautifully 
gauged. Here Claudia Cardi- 
nale’s Ginetta, Vincenzo’s 
spouse, makes her mark in 
fluid contrast to Girardot’s 
bitter, self-destructive Nadia. 
The final Marxist tableau of 
the backs of identically clad 
factory workers marching off 
to do obeisance to Alfa 
Romeo is chillingly prescient. 

If not a perfect specimen, 
compared to 99 percent of 
new movies out there, Roc¬ 
co’s vitality and integrity will 
still do rather nicely, thank 
you. ▼

Hooker Documentary 
Toplines Gay Film Fest

W hat San Francisco 
International Les¬ 
bian and Gay 
Film Festival di¬ 
rector Mark Finch calls “the 
richest, the largest and the 
most diverse lesbian/gay film 
fest San Francisco has ever 
seen” kicks off June 19 with 
the West Coast premiere of 
Changing Our Minds: The 
Story of Dr. Evelyn Hooker. 

Hooker was the psycholo¬ 
gist responsible for the Amer¬ 
ican Psychiatric Association’s 
removing homosexuality 
from its list of mental illness¬ 
es, a milestone in lesbian/gay 
history. 

A major change in this 
year’s festival, according to its 
director, is an increase both 
in the number of programs 
and venues. In response to au¬ 
dience questionnaires, there is 
now an East Bay venue (the 
Pacific Film Archive), nine 
days of programming at the 
Roxie instead of the usual 
five and more repeats. Finch 
hopes this spells easier access 
for all festival patrons. 

In discussing the program¬ 
ming for this year’s festival, 
Finch cited the Basic Instinct 
and Silence of the Lambs 
controversies as the reasoning 
behind what he termed the 
festival’s “historical theme.” 

“I wanted to offer people 
the opportunity to see more 


of the history of gay and les¬ 
bian representation on the 
screen,” he said. “Some gays 
and lesbians aren’t even 
aware of — weren’t even born 
— when Fortune and Men’s 
Eyes, The Gay Deceivers 
and That Tender Touch 
came out.” 

In addition to old favorites 
like Fortune, Deceivers, 
Touch, Desert Hearts, Born 
in Flames, Times Square, 
Friends Forever, Ernesto 
and, for disco diehards, Can’t 
Stop the Music, the 16th 
SFILGFF features the uncut 
BBC adaptation of David 
Leavitt’s novel The Lost Lan¬ 
guage of Cranes, Tom 
Kalin’s Swoon, Christopher 
Munch’s award-winning The 
Hours and Times about Bri¬ 
an Epstein and John Lennon, 
the glossy soaper Claire of 
the Moon, Gregg Araki’s 
The Living End, the Tom of 
Finland biopic Daddy and the 
Muscle Academy and a trib¬ 
ute (which includes the pre¬ 
sentation of the 1992 Frame¬ 
line Award) to black gay di¬ 
rector and Patrick Buchanan 
bete noire Marlon Riggs. 

Viewers interested in more 
offbeat fare might take a gan¬ 
der at lesbian director 
Dorothy Arzner’s “expose of 
the horrors of heterosexuali¬ 
ty,” the 1936 Craig’s Wife, 
and the recently rediscovered 
Borderline, a Paul Robeson 
silent from the ’30s reportedly

“full of lesbian and gay sensi¬ 
bility.” 

Olson Excited 

What most excites guest 
curator Jenni Olson about the 
10-day program (June 19-28) of 
more than 200 films, tapes 
and special events is “the 
strong work among the 
shorts. The short film pro¬ 
grams at the Roxie are partic¬ 
ularly good this year.” 

Among the feature films, 
Olson singles out two as per¬ 
sonal favorites. ‘Flaming 
Ears is an Austrian, avant- 
garde, futuristic lesbian melo¬ 
drama, especially memorable 
for its technological innova¬ 
tions in Super 8 filmmaking. 
Twin Bracelets is a new 
Hong Kong film written and 
directed by women. It’s the 
story of two women in love 
who’re pulled apart by the ar¬ 
ranged marriage of the other. 
A really well-made film.”

Susie Bright's Clips and Commentary Come to the Castro 


The Erotic Aesthetic

W hen Susie Bright 
began her initial 
“feminist investi¬ 
gation of pornog¬ 
raphy” a number of years ago, 
she realized that women were 
essentially “obliterated” in tra¬ 
ditional heterosexual films. 
The focus was on male plea¬ 
sure, and the big payoff was 
solely in terms of the male 
“come shot,” with the man 
“pulling out” just in time to 
ejaculate outside the wom¬ 
an’s body. 

Bright noticed that women 
were not in the audience at 
these films and certainly were 
not the intended audience; 
there weren’t sex films for 
them or by them. At the 
time, Bright was asking what 
would appeal to women, and 
some women producers had 
already begun to take matters 
into their own hands and 
make films that addressed 
that concern. 

Both mainstream and inde¬ 
pendent works are included 
in her two shows of film clips 
and commentary, How to 
Read a Dirty Movie and All- 
Girl Action: The History of 
Lesbian Erotica. Bright pro¬ 
vides overviews that are 
provocative, entertaining and 
informative. She uses as ex¬ 
amples some of the conven¬ 
tions of traditional porn in 
heterosexual, gay and lesbian 
films (something to be 
learned from every perspec¬ 
tive and preference), discusses 
what works and what doesn’t, 
and, from the feminine/femi¬ 
nist perspective, tries to find 


some answers to the question, 
“What do women want?” 

That is answered partly by 
showing what women don’t 
want. Bright includes a clip of 
Nina Hartley in The Passion 
Within, where the erotic 
tension is created by the com¬ 
bination of her dissatisfaction 
with her partner’s obsession 
with his own pleasure. What 
men want is usually not 
asked because it seems to be 
obvious in both heterosexual 
and gay porn. 


Exciting Porn 

Bright notes that exciting 
porn deals with how women’s 
desire looks and uses as one 
empirical example, female 
ejaculation. Fascinating, pow¬ 
erful and perhaps frustrating 
for those trying to figure out 
how to do it, it’s another 
taboo breaker; women have 
rarely been shown coming on 
screen. 

What are we supposed to 
act like is addressed as well, 
and the lesbian casting couch 
scene from Sexcapades of¬ 
fers one satiating and saturat¬ 
ing possibility. Bright also 
cites the theme of what 
makes a man a man through¬ 
out the history of porn films — 
what she calls “porno man,” 
which sort of sounds like a 
new comic book hero. 

In addition to mainstream 
classics, Bright looks at inde¬ 
pendent films and at ways in 
which the rules of porn have 
been broken by works which 
have played with gender, 
shifted focus to women’s de-

excerpts from it that contra¬ 
dict porn tradition in that 
both men embrace a feminine 
side. One man imagines a se¬ 
duction from the woman’s 
point of view; the other par¬ 
ticipates in a cross-dressing 
scene that is treated with care 
and seriousness, not with the 
usual ridicule. And there is 
the appeal of lesbian trans¬ 
gression, where satire be¬ 
comes oddly arousing, as in 
Shelly Mars’ now-classic on¬ 
stage performance as the 
sleazy heterosexual male, 
Martin. 

Limited Vocabulary 

Porn has become a public 
and even academic topic, dis¬ 
cussed with as much intellec¬ 
tual fervor as mainstream 
“art” in terms of aesthetic 
qualities, feminist theory, and 
the issues of race and class. 


Bright notes the problem of 
the limited vocabulary that 
we possess concerning eroti¬ 
ca/porn. We fall into the trap 
of using — as with everything 
else from politics to gender — 
a bipolar system of evalua¬ 
tion. We consider work to be 
strictly soft or hard core, 
without acknowledging that 
these categories might some¬ 
times not be so clear-cut, that 
they sometimes blur and also 
that one person’s erotica may 
be another person’s porn. 

Bright’s Dirty Movie show 
includes a look at porn as ed¬ 
ucation, with a clip from the 
“how-to” film How to En¬ 
large Your Penis; an explo¬ 
ration of sexual fantasies, 
with intersections of sexuali¬ 
ties, race and taboo behaviors 
often considered violent (as 
well as the conflation of sex 
and violence); sex and death 
(erotic images common in 
Japan but not in American 
films — the death fantasy’s 
connection to sexual fulfill¬ 
ment); and other excesses. Irv¬ 
ing Klaw’s 1940s “cheesecake 
bondage” films, quite hot for 
their time, now have a rather 
camp look to them. Is there 
such a thing as sexual nostal¬ 
gia? 

Bright’s presentations 
make you think, laugh and 
provoke a look within, 
through a series of ideas and 
images that shape our atti¬ 
tudes about sex, sexuality and 
sexual expression on both the 
personal and the cultural 
levels. ▼

Olson is equally enthusias¬ 
tic about the Gender Edit sec¬ 
tion of the festival, which 
showcases a range of cross¬ 
dressing and transsexual rep¬ 
resentations, “from Holly¬ 
wood hokum to classic ’60s 
drag and modern documen¬ 
tary.” One selection promises 
to be quite a treat, the all¬ 
black musical ’40s comedy 
Boy! What a Girl, which stars 
Tim Moore (Kingfish on 
Amos ’n’ Andy) as a cigar¬ 
smoking drag queen. 

Festival director Finch 
points to the 250 submissions 
this year (up from 175 in 1991) 


as “an index of our success.” 

That’s an especially heart¬ 
ening statistic in light of the 
troubles Frameline, the les¬ 
bian and gay media arts orga¬ 
nization that sponsors the fes¬ 
tival, has been having over its 
1992 National Endowment 
for the Arts grant. Finch 
notes that it’s a “particular 
pleasure” in the face of these 
difficulties to present what 
may well be the best San 
Francisco International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Film Festival 
ever. ▼

dio: shaved, beautiful bods; 
big, throbbin’ dicks so juicy 
you can almost taste ’em; 
nasty but rote chatter; and su¬ 
perb production values (al¬ 
though someone should tell 
Jamie Hendrix to stop looking 
at the director with that “are 
we finished yet?” look). 

Each of the first three 
scenes (the hottest of which is 
a three-way between Dcota,

Matt Gunther and Brian Pe¬ 
tersen) begins with a pickup 
that turns into sex. Although 
I’ve never seduced anyone at 
a car wash, the other two se¬ 
tups mirror past reality. 

But the truth hit home 
when Gunther’s scene with 
Mitchell turned out to be just 
a figment of his imagination 
and I realized exactly why — 
and for whom — they make 
porn in the first place! Grade:

Speaking of the days of 
yore, I must have been caught 
up in the old Century The¬ 
atre’s maze during the initial 
run of the 1981 porn epic 
Centurions of Rome, for 
surely I would have remem¬ 
bered such classic lines as: 
“Your young mouth trembles 
as only a young mouth can 
tremble. ... Let me kiss your 
face. Let me have your face” 
and “I like a beautiful man 
who’s intelligent. It gives me 
a sense of democracy and mu¬ 
nificence.” (Democracy? Mu¬ 
nificence?) 

Or this clever threat: 
“There’s a colony of ants that 
lives in that mountain of 
sand, soldier ants, red ants, 
large, strong, ravenous.

(hunk George Payne) to the 
Senate is a marvel of govern¬ 
ment in action.

Safe Sane Consensual 
S/M. This cogent tape, which premiered last month at 
the Roxie Cinema, should forever dispel misconceptions 
of the S/M lifestyle. The 16 Bay Area residents in the 
video give their perspectives on and interpretations of 
trust, consent, why they do it, society's views of S/M in 
general and other thoughts about 
the practice. 

Certainly trust and exchange of 
power are involved. More than one 
participant speaks of a spiritual sat¬ 
isfaction derived from S/M experi¬ 
ences and interaction. Almost all 
state that negotiation is an absolute 
must before S/M scenes take place. 

And they are unanimous in advising 
that if you try it and don't like it, 
stay away. For many, teaching the 
rituals and safety rules involved 
with S/M is pleasurable for them 
only if it is the same for you. 

Far from being a riotous display of anarchy or defiance of 
authority or religious sanctions, S/M to many of its practi¬ 
tioners is just another natural expression of human sexu¬ 
ality, just like the ever-prevalent missionary position! This 
reviewer, already familiar with S/M in its many varied 
manifestations, learned even more here. The thoughts of 
the speakers in the video were so poignant, so touching 
and so sensible that the documentary became moving for 
its purity of truth and faith. 

Whether you're leather or non-leather, S/M or non-S/M, 
gay or straight, you owe it to yourself to see Safe Sane 
Consensual S/M. It should serve as a catalyst for more 
open and understanding dialogue for a long time or until 
someone does it for universal consumption.The tape is 
available for $49.95 plus $4 handling from B&D Video, 
2215-R Market St., Ste.

themselves and needed me to 
make some sense of the 
anger, betrayal and injustice 
that most African Americans 
(that I know) were feeling and 
of the subsequent violence 
and destruction in the after¬ 
noon. 

So it was with a less-than- 
upbeat attitude that I went to 
Theatre Artaud to check out 
this year’s Black Choreogra¬ 
phers Moving Toward the 
21st Century (BCM III). It 
turned out to be an excellent 
solace for the pain that I was 
suffering because, while it 
didn’t restore my faith in hu¬ 
manity or this country, it cer¬ 
tainly made me feel better 
about being an African-Amer¬ 
ican man in America and not 
like some endangered species, 
just waiting to be the next 
notch on some policeman’s 
nightstick or gun. 

BCM is a national dance 
project that focuses on the 
distinct and innovative influ¬ 
ences of African Americans 
on the landscape of contem¬ 
porary American choreogra¬ 
phy. Initiated in San Francis¬ 
co and Los Angeles in 1989 
by Halifu Osumare, the 
founding director of BCM and 
a lecturer in dance at Stan¬ 
ford, BCM features the work 
of six black choreographers 
from San Francisco, New 
York and Texas. 

Osumare says that “one of 
the key aesthetic points of 
this national dance project is 
that black choreographers 
cannot be stereotyped, either 
by the whi te-do minated dance 
field or by the black commu¬ 
nity. BCM allows for the com¬ 
plexity of what black artists 
are doing in this last decade 
of the 20th century, allowing 
for the confluence of styles 
and worldwide influences on 
today’s black artists.” 

Abundant Evidence 

This vision was in abun¬ 
dant evidence on Thursday; 


the audience was treated to a 
wide range of dance, theatre 
and choreography. Appropri¬ 
ately enough, San Francisco 
choreographer Robert-Henry 
Johnson started things off 
with his solo piece The Cre¬ 
ation. Based on the text of 
the same name by James Wel¬ 
don Johnson, R-H Johnson 
danced around the stage 
while reading the text, 
thrilling the audience with his 
prowess and eliciting shouts 
and screams (and a few hal¬ 
lelujahs) as well. 

Johnson gave a whole new 
sensibility — black gay — to 
this Creation by infusing God 
with the spirit and personality 
of a black queen or diva, fash¬ 
ioning the universe with man¬ 
nerisms and gestures that no 
Southern Baptist Sunday 
school teacher had ever told 
me God had. Johnson also 
performed another wonderful 
piece, Karibu, which was 
danced to traditional world- 
beat music and showed off 
his graceful athleticism to 
beautiful effect. 

The Dallas Black Dance 
Theatre (DBDT) also present¬ 
ed two pieces. DBDT, now in 
its 16th season, is unique in 
that Dallas is the only major 
American city where the pre¬ 
mier dance troupe, DBDT, is 
also predominantly black. 
The first piece, Obsession, 
was choreographed by Kevin 
Jeff, the artistic director of 
New York’s Jubilation! Dance 
Company. It was my personal 
favorite of the evening. 

A short, dynamic work fea¬ 
turing traditional music, Ob¬ 
session highlighted the 
strengths of DBDT’s dancers, 
particularly the men, who lift¬ 
ed, twirled and threw their 
partners with remarkable 
force and energy. The part¬ 
ners in this dance worked 
with and against each other, 
without ever once easing up, 
engrossed by every move¬ 
ment. 

The second piece, Pacing, 
was an ethnic-influenced mod¬ 
ern piece in four sections. 
The movement, music and 
costumes were derived from 


The Marsh 
Makes a Move

T he Marsh performing 
space, formerly at 
Cafe Beano, has 
moved one block up 
Valencia Street to 968, the old 
site of Modern Times Book¬ 
store, which recently moved 
itself, down the street toward 
Cafe Beano as a matter of 
fact. Like the bookstore, 
which increased its size three¬ 
fold, this move represents a 
huge increase in space for The 
Marsh, from 600 to 1,700 
square feet, according to artis¬ 
tic director/producer Ste¬ 
phanie Weisman. 

Although Weisman regrets 
the loss of the cafe venue, to 
which The Marsh may return 
if the landlord does some 
needed renovations, she’s en¬ 
thusiastic about her new 
home. 

“We moved and opened all 
on the same day, last Thurs¬ 
day (April 23),” she laughs. 
“The support from the com¬ 
munity has been wonderful. 
People pitching in, providing 
flats, long curtains to section 
things off and improve the 
acoustics, painting the back 


wall black. Every night since 
we’ve opened, we’ve played 
to full capacity.” 

Other advantages to the 
new location include office 
space, a lobby area and being 
right on the street, which, 
Weisman says, is much more 
pleasant than being in a back 
room. On the down side, the 
much larger space is much 
more expensive than the one 
at Cafe Beano. Weisman is 
open to any suggestions con¬ 
cerning a mixed use of the 
space that would reduce the 
rent. Also, The Marsh is cur¬ 
rently only at 968 Valencia 
until the end of June. After 
that, Weisman says, “it’s up in 
the air.”

Marsh through May 10. Play¬ 
wright/activist/journalist Kate 
Bornstein, who describes her¬ 
self as “your typical friendly 
neighborhood transsexual les¬ 
bian shaman,” opens her 
show, The Opposite Sex Is 
Neither, May 14 and plays 
through June 14.

African forms, but were trans¬ 
lated into a contemporary 
style and given a modern fin¬ 
ish. Pacing featured the gor¬ 
geous and shimmering music 
of Francis Bebey, which con¬ 
sisted of a percussive rhythm 
overlaid with a melody pro¬ 
vided by reed instruments. 

Disappointing Premiere 

Austin, Texas-based Jimmy 
Turner has devoted himself 
to universal spiritual expres¬ 
sion through dance, move¬ 
ment and communication, but 
the world premiere of his 


Embryo/Part 1 was a bit of a 
disappointment. Turner has a 
background rich in gymnas¬ 
tics, theater and dance, and 
his style is strongly influ¬ 
enced by American sign lan¬ 
guage, African folk dance and 
Native American dance ritual. 
However, except for some 
writhing, crawling and a few 
flips, there wasn’t much here 
with which I could connect. 

Turner was accompanied 
by the music of Khalis 
Saleem, which was per¬ 
formed live by Saleem and 


Hashim Salih. Saleem and 
Salih almost worked the audi¬ 
ence into a frenzy with their 
hypnotic, entrancing drum¬ 
ming, but Embryo/Part 1 
was not up to the power of 
the music. 

Maia Claire Garrison, who 
recently became a member of 
the Urban Bush Women 
dance troupe, got things back 
on track with her untitled 
solo piece, which manipulated 
traditional West African 
dance movement until it was 
no longer recognizable as 
pure, authentic African dance. 
Stamping foot rhythms would 
melt into skidding steps, 
while rippling, undulating

Is Michelle a Nice Girl? 

Rumor That Shocked Tried to Dump 
Lesbian Songsters Two Nice Girls From 
Benefit Lineup Angers Queers at Austin Fest

T he recent South by 
Southwest Music and 
Media Conference — 
the annual Austin, 
Texas music showcase- 
schmoozefest — was, by all ac¬ 
counts, uncharacteristically 
dull. Musically speaking any¬ 
way. 

The March conference was 
livened up by the “We’re 
Shocked, Michelle!” posters 
plastered up all around 
Austin by the Texas branch 
of Queer Nation. The posters 
accused singer Michelle 
Shocked, who gave one of the 
keynote speeches at SXSW, 
of trying to have lesbian folk 
trio Two Nice Girls removed 
from the bill of an AIDS ben¬ 
efit taking place during the 
conference. 

The word around SXSW 
was that homophobia was be¬ 
hind the effort to dump Two 
Nice Girls. Performing at the 
same benefit as these upfront 
dykes, it seems, wouldn’t be 
good for Shocked’s image, 
which these days has gone 
from softly butch to down¬ 
right femme. (She’s traded in 
her T-shirts and combat boots 
for Laura Ashley-like print 
dresses in recent publicity 
shots.) 

Allegations of homophobia 
on Shocked’s part seemed 
outrageous. After all, the 
singer,'prior to becoming in¬ 
volved with music writer Bart 
Bull a couple years ago, was a 
proud lesbian. She talked 
openly not long ago in an in¬ 


terview with The Windy City 
Times — picked up by Out- 
week, The Advocate and 
other gay publications — about 
the difficulties she had in be¬ 
ing a nascent queer during 
her adolescence in Gilmer, 
Texas. 

Queer Nation had enough 
doubts about the allegations 
against Shocked to hound 
both her and the benefit’s or¬ 
ganizers for comment. Nei¬ 
ther party responded. Only 
then did the group decide to 
put up the ‘‘We’re Shocked, 
Michelle!” posters and fax 
them to the Austin Chronicle 
and several other papers. 

Ultimately, Two Nice Girls 
played the benefit as planned. 
So did Shocked, but not with¬ 
out being subjected to some 
very direct questioning about 
Queer Nation’s charges. 

During Shocked’s perfor¬ 
mance, a female fan, who was 
sporting a tattoo of the singer 
on her arm, jumped the stage. 
She ran toward Shocked 
pleading, “Michelle, just tell 
us what happened!” Before 
the singer could respond, a 
couple of security goons 
tossed the young woman back 
into the audience. 

Shocked has yet to speak 
out on the controversy sur¬ 
rounding the benefit. Some 
believe she had nothing to do 
with the attempt to boot Two 
Nice Girls from the bill. But 
in any case, this is no time to 
remain silent. To echo an ear¬ 
lier plea, it’s time Shocked 
just told us what happened.

Michelle Shocked 
Arkansas Traveler 
(PolyGram) 

On the cover of Arkansas 
Traveler, Michelle Shocked 
strikes a goofy hillbilly pose 
in front of a rural backdrop 
that looks like it was swiped 
from a high-school production 
of Lil’ Abner. The cover’s in¬ 
dicative of the light touch and 
sense of fun Shocked brings 
to much of the album’s coun¬ 
try/folk/bluegrass/blues music. 

Arkansas Traveler marks 
the singer’s return to the root- 
sier sounds of her first two 
records, The Texas Campfire 
Tapes and Short Sharp 
Shocked, after a halfhearted 
flirtation with big band and 
R&B music on 1989’s Captain 
Swing. Most of this album 
has Shocked covering or re¬ 
vamping traditional tunes. Oc¬ 
casionally she politicizes an 
old standard — “Frankie and 
Johnny” is injected with a 
post-feminist militancy — and 
the record takes on the feel of 
revisionist folklore. But 
Shocked also knows when to 
leave a song be, as she does 
with the joyous “Woody’s 
Rag.” 

Some of the best songs 
here have a heapin’ helpin’ of 
Shocked’s corn-pone humor. 
“Strawberry Jam” is an ex¬ 
tended but not belabored pun 
extolling the virtues of home¬ 
made “jam” — the musical and 
the edible kind. On the title 
track, energetic mandolin and 


banjo strumming is interrupt¬ 
ed by excruciatingly bad 
jokes. (“Hey farmer, you been 
livin’ here your whole life?” 
“Not yet!”) The song calls to

mind vintage Hee Haw and 
its jokes-in-the-cornfield 
shtick. Yes, that’s a compli¬ 
ment. 

Offbeat Locales 

Shocked trekked around 
the country to record these 
songs with a slew of roots 
music luminaries. “Strawber¬ 
ry Jam” finds her pickin’ and 
grinnin’ with Doc Watson at a 


music festival in North Caroli¬ 
na. “Blackberry Blossom,” 
which features guest musi¬ 
cians Norman and Nancy 
Blake, was recorded at a 
Georgia antiques store. These 
offbeat locations are meant to 
bring “authenticity” to the 
music. While Shocked no 
doubt enjoyed the local color, 
this record probably wouldn’t 
have sounded a hell of a lot 
different if it was cut in an 
LA studio. And come on, 
Chel, recording in an 
Arkansas barn? 

Shocked’s assemblage of 
blues and bluegrass elder 
statesmen here is impressive: 
Clarence “Gatemouth” 
Brown, Pops Staples, Jimmy 
Driftwood and Taj Mahal, 
who lends his inimitable 
grunts to the spare, sinewy 
blues number “Jump Jim 
Crow.” But Shocked also en¬ 
lists some formidable younger 
talent such as Uncle Tupelo, 
which features erstwhile Red 
Hot Chili Pepper Jack Irons; 
the Red Clay Ramblers; and 
Alison Krauss’ Union Station. 
Krauss’ shimmering har¬ 
monies and hyperspeed pick¬ 
ing on “Prodigal Daughter 
(Cotton-Eyed Joe)” are espe¬ 
cially memorable. 

Arkansas Traveler proves 
Shocked is a serious student 
of indigenous American mu¬ 
sic and its practitioners. The 
singer has said she aims to 
educate listeners with this al¬ 
bum, but to her credit, she 
comes off less like a musicol¬ 
ogist here than a slightly 
loopy, backwoods storyteller.

Margins 

by Terri de la Pena; 

The Seal Press, $10.95

T erri de la Pena’s Mar¬ 
gins is a look at the 
life of Veronica Me¬ 
lendez, a Chicana LA 
lesbian. More specifically, the 
novel focuses on Veronica’s 
recovery from a tragic acci¬ 
dent in which she was severe¬ 
ly injured and her lover Joan¬ 
na killed, her coming back 
through the creative process 
of writing and the mentorship 
of a UCLA professor, and her 
coming out to her family and 
friends while discovering 
both fresh lust and real love 
with two very different wom¬ 
en. 

Although de la Pena’s 
strength lies in conveying the 
relationships of her charac¬ 
ters, her story is occasionally 
disrupted by a tendency to 
overstate the obvious, a chop¬ 
py style scattered with non 
sequiturs and irritating repe¬ 
tition, particularly in the first 
part of the book. Things 
which are stated simply and 
succinctly then are burdened 
with unnecessary overexpla¬ 
nation and excessive detail. 

As examples, I began to 
wonder how many times I 
would be told that Veronica’s 
driving her brother’s car was 
“guiding the Z” or that her 
best friend, Michi, had 
moussed hair. Fortunately, 
the author rescues her protag¬ 
onist from spending an inor¬ 
dinate amount of time in the 
vehicle and finds other ways 
to describe Michi’s hairstyle. 

Ironic Impression 

Although I liked the inten¬ 
sity of the attraction between 


“Roni” and her second lover, 
Rene, a self-described “wild 
woman from Texas,” the lat¬ 
ter’s strong-armed attempt to 
get Roni to abandon her cur¬ 
rent flame, Siena, and go 
home with her at a women’s 
dance — coupled with the 
smug politically correct insis¬ 
tence (more than once) that 
these women were not into 
S/M — left a rather ironic im¬ 
pression. Any mindfulness of 
the primacy of mutual con¬ 
sent was disregarded. 

My first response was to 
wonder if Rene initially tries 
to exert this kind of physical 
control over Roni in such a 
manner, what would the rela¬ 
tionship turn into later? How¬ 
ever, de la Pena tempers this 
by decreasing Rene’s aggres¬ 
sion and showing us the side 
she hid from others, making 
it comprehensible for Veron¬ 
ica to be attracted to the film¬ 
maker’s exciting presence: 

Veronica lay still, listening 
to her steady but rapid heart¬ 
beats. Not ready for sleep, 
she allowed her fingers to 
course along her body, trac¬ 
ing its familiar angles, its 
feminine secrets. She wished 
Rene would touch her so, to 
know her intimately, and she 
wanted to probe Talamantes’ 
inventive mind, to love her 
long brown body. She re¬ 
membered the magical touch 
of Rene’s lips, passionate yet 
tender, and she knew she was 
falling in love with that 
quirky, magnetic mujer. But 
why? Rene lacked Joanna’s 
serenity, her tactfulness, her 


levelheadedness. Yet she 
pulsed with energy, ideas and 
humor, sharing visions of 
Chicana creativity. In that, 
Veronica knew she had 
found a soulmate. 


Added Difficulty 

There is also the added dif¬ 
ficulty . of a writer writing 
about a writer. It’s a hard 
thing to carry off, and very 
few have mastered that tricky 
self-conscious exercise. 

Despite these shortcom¬ 
ings, de la Pena does have a 
wonderful, moving story at 
the core of Margins —partic¬ 
ularly in Veronica’s relation¬ 
ship with her family and her 
coping with the loss of her 
lover. And the tale becomes 
quite readable and compelling 
as it progresses. The author 
captures the young woman’s 
ambivalence about coming 
out and her coming to terms 
with that, as her increasing 
physical strength becomes a 
metaphor for the unfolding of 
her own inner resolve. 

Terri de la Pena’s special 
gift is in creating interactions 
between the female charac¬ 
ters that transcend stereo¬ 
types and celebrate the vital 
connections between Chicana 
artists in a well-executed 
bilingual dialogue that not 
only is quite understandable 
from context, but also opens 
up a new world for those of 
us who exist outside of it. 
She has also made the men of 
her story, Veronica’s teenage 
nephew, her brother and fa¬

Intense AIDS Memoir 

Someone You Know 

by Maria Pallotta-Chiarolli; Wakefield Press, $14.95

N ot since Paul Mon- 
ette’s Love Alone: 
Eighteen Elegies 
for Rog has there 
been such a deeply felt AIDS 
memoir as this account by a 
heterosexual Italian-Aus- 
tralian woman. Her closest 
colleague and dearest friend, 
Jon, fought desperately for 
life even as he gradually suc¬ 
cumbed. Although Monette’s 
poetry flowed out of the deep 
well of love between two 
men, Pallotta-Chiarolli’s prose 
recollections match Monette’s 
intensity. 

With a shared history go¬ 
ing back to their undergradu¬ 
ate days, Maria and Jon 
taught together in an Ade¬ 
laide secondary school, she in 
humanities and he in biology. 
Although from stable, middle- 
class backgrounds, they were 
still free-spirited and adven¬ 
turous — and determined to 
make good careers in work 
they loved. Their early adult¬ 
hood was vibrant and pro¬ 
gressive. Far from being a 
“fag hag,” Maria was more 
like an adoring twin sister. 

In this memoir Jon tries to 
hold steady to his younger 
lover, Kevin, but it doesn’t 
work out. Maria marries Rob, 
an open-minded heterosexual 
who understands his wife’s 
devotion to the gay man with 
whom she has so much in 


ther, very believable and mul¬ 
tifaceted people. 

The major issues of com¬ 
ing out in the Chicano culture 
are addressed by de la Pena 
and are what keep this story 
interesting and moving. 
Veronica confronts sexism 
and homophobia, the impor¬ 
tance of her family ties and 
the Catholic religion, and the 
ramifications within the les¬ 
bian of color community of 
being with a white lover. 


common. As Jon’s illness pro¬ 
gresses, Maria becomes preg¬ 
nant. While he slides into a 
weakening descent, she 
brings forth new life. 

Probably the brightest tes¬ 
timony of their unchanging 
love for each other is Maria’s 
dedication to Jon’s well-being 
and his concern over the im¬ 
pending birth. When little 
Stephanie is born, something 
marvelous is completed, but 
Jon is close to death. 

Within all this, not all is 
warm devotion. Maria must 
keep Jon’s disease a secret at 
school and among their 
friends. Jon is often exasperat- 
ingly erratic in mood, given 
to impulsive acts and slashing 
anger. Maria withstands it all, 
and after Jon dies in a hos¬ 
pice, she begins to implement 
Jon’s bequest: “When it’s all 
over, tell them about me so 
that they understand someone 
they know.” 

Maria has completed that 
labor of love, and now any 
reader can understand what 
“someone he or she knows” is 
experiencing in this time of 
an omnipresent deadly epi¬ 
demic. Be warned: the reader 
is spared nothing of the pain, 
frustration and horror of a 
man being dragged to his 
death. But the warm, constant 
pulse of love sustains us, 
while Maria’s account enrich¬ 
es us as well. ▼ 


De la Pena has recognized 
that it is quite critical that 
women of color, and lesbians 
of color in particular, claim a 
place center stage, away from 
the margins to which they 
have so long been assigned. 
So, too, does de la Pena have 
tremendous promise as a ma¬ 
jor Chicana author, if she will 
take the next step of trusting 
her ideas and her words, and 
pare them down to an essen¬ 
tial expression. ▼

The play begins on Gay 
and Lesbian Day at Candle¬ 
stick Park and ends two 
weeks later on the evening 
that Gov. Wilson vetoed AB 
101. “It’s a real time, a real 
place,” emphasized Thomp¬ 
son. “There are scenes at 
Josie’s and a scene at the Pa¬ 
tio Cafe. Frank (Thompson’s 
character) drives a charter bus 
to Reno and also works at the 
Good Karma Barbecue and 
Grill. Ted (Leonardi) works at 
the Happy Healthy Fruits and 
Nuts Shoppe, and in the 
evenings, he’s a colonic irriga¬ 
tion aide. In some ways he 
follows in the footsteps of his 
sewer-worker father, Ed Nor¬ 
ton.” 

There are five actors in the 
piece. “There are aspects of 
all of us in each of them,” 
grinned Thompson, “an artist 
who doesn’t get political and 
doesn’t want to play gay 
parts, a corporate headhunter 
type and a waiter at the Patio 
— that says enough, doesn’t 
it?” Jeff likes all five charac¬ 
ters. “They each have their 
foibles, and they’re each 
someone I love.” 

Comedy though it may be, 
Thompson’s and Leonardos 



politics shine through One of 
These Days. “The characters 
don’t exactly falsify them¬ 
selves, but they do put for¬ 
ward another view of them¬ 
selves in order to impress oth¬ 
ers. I think people need to be 
true to who they are and to 
whatever their political be¬ 
liefs may be,” Thompson con¬ 
cluded. “There were a lot of 
people living in San Francis¬ 
co who didn’t think of them¬ 
selves as political until that 
veto of AB 101.” 

Thompson’s excitement is 
infectious; he’s very upbeat. 
He’s thrilled to be doing the 
piece for people he obviously 
loves. Thompson says his aim 
is to portray those people 
with love and to give his audi¬ 
ence a wonderful laugh in the 
process. ▼

Ambiguity's Darling 


Making Light of It 

by James Broughton; City Lights Books, $7.95

O ur gay artist of po¬ 
etry and film has 
chosen to write 
about the latter art 
with all the resources of the 
former, an utterly appropriate 
approach by a man who has 
demonstrated mastery of 
both. And the riches of the 
artist’s creativity are best 
characterized by the play of 
ambiguity expressed primar¬ 
ily by the title. 

“Making light” is basically 
what the cinematographer 
does with his camera. Funda¬ 
mentally, that’s the process, 
but even the sheer physics of 
it are loaded with all the infi¬ 
nite variations possible when 
a consummate craftsman uses 
his apparently inexhaustible 
artistry to make the light on 
the screen the poetry of his 
understanding. 

Here, the process is re¬ 
versed, but in a way, it is still 
relevant because although 
Broughton is using prose to 
explain his personal film art, 
the rich, prismatic ambiguity 
of poetry informs the light of 
our understanding, making it 
multifaceted. 

But Broughton is not try¬ 
ing merely to dazzle in some 
trickster way. He is quite me¬ 
thodical in his explanation, 
going first into his own start 
at filmmaking in 1946 in an 
abandoned cemetery with a 
borrowed camera, some 
Army surplus film, a “how-to” 
pamphlet and a couple of 
improbable actors. The re¬ 
sult was The Potted Psalm 
and a new lease on creative 
life. 

There follows a chapter-by¬ 
chapter analysis in which the 
philosophical, psychological, 
and, to some extent, the tech¬ 
nological aspects of filmmak¬ 
ing are delineated with the 
care of a learned artist’s skill 
and the poetic gift that makes 
expression surpass mere ex¬ 
planation. 

Very typical is the chapter 


on editing, “The Alchemy of 
Cinema,” which enlightens 
the reader on the composition 
of the whole by the selection 
and assemblage of the parts, a 
stage which has been pre¬ 
pared for by a focus on a vi¬ 
sion, a choice of light and a 
recording of inspirations. 

Naturally, there is some 
wizardry involved, but there 
is also the advice of so di¬ 
verse a group as Jean-Luc Go¬ 
dard, Walt Whitman, Cocteau 
and Einstein. The latter con¬ 
tributes “Everything should 
be as simple as it is, but not 
simpler.” Broughton shame¬ 
lessly, gleefully raids the 
world treasury of thought. 

The idea of “making light” 
as an attempt to divest of 
solemnity, and even to endow 
with the comic is given prior¬ 
ity here. Reminder; 
Broughton is repeatedly into 
antic, erotic fun in such films 
as The Bed. 

As complete, rich and 
evocative as this artistic sum¬ 
ming up is, it is not to be tak¬ 
en as the last word, the final 
frame. Broughton has recent¬ 
ly brought out a revised The 
Androgyne’s Journal (Broken 
Moon Press) and will show 
Scattered Remains and 
Dreamwood at the Art Insti¬ 
tute, Chestnut at Jones, on 
May 14 at 8 p.m.

temporaries Gide disdained 
Proust’s closeted’subterfuge— 
who attributed to Albertine, 
the narrator’s love object in 
Remembrance, the qualities 
of a gay man yet encapsulated 
in a woman so as not to of¬ 
fend the general readership — 
as well as the negative im¬ 
agery surrounding all the nov¬ 
el’s gay characters. And 
Cocteau was worse, “playing 
to the gallery,” according to 
Gide. 

But Oscar Wilde’s upfront 
behavior fares better with his 
“We condemn habits different 
from our own.” The scandal 
involving Lord Alfred Dou¬ 
glas is examined as are the 
numerous sexual peccadilloes 
of that age and others. 

Gide was obsessed with a 
notorious criminal case in 
which a man was unjustly 
condemned for murder just 
because he was gay. The 
prosecution’s argument was 
that anyone capable of sexual 
aberration was also liable to 
commit any heinous crime. 

This isn’t so very differ¬ 
ent from the attitude of many 
of our elected officials today. 
Yet it seems France’s 
Napoleonic Code, with its rev¬ 
olutionary legalization of ho¬ 
mosexuality, protected many 
French subjects from persecu¬ 
tion. 

Gide opined that “true ped¬ 
erasty is a prolongation of 
artistic emotion.” And NAM- 
BLA will be happy to learn 
that pederasty was the accept¬ 
ed norm for homosexual ac¬ 
tivity throughout history — 
when boys got their beards, 
they were no longer consid¬ 
ered love objects. 

We also learn that the 
phrase “love a i’ltalienne” was 
synonymous with anal inter¬ 
course and that, contrary to 
the rantings of the fundamen¬ 
talists, there is homosexual 
activity in nature, pigeons and 
crustaceans for starters. 

Homosexualist Theories 

In contradistinction to the 
theory that warrior societies 
are predominantly homosexu¬ 
al (tell that to Ollie North) is 
Nietzsche’s proposition that a 
society that is without “ill¬ 
ness” is incapable of produc-

ing art and literature. 

While. Schopenhauer like¬ 
ned homosexuality to mad¬ 
ness, Saint-Paul claimed that 
Frenchmen were incapable of 
it, an opinion former Prime 
Minister Edith Cresson con¬ 
curred with. 

Gide was a self-avowed pe¬ 
dophile but likened its em¬ 
brace to the myth of Sisyphus 
— passing from youth to youth 
as their freshness withered. 
But he firmly believed that 
the homosexual’s role was 
one of pedagogue, giving the 
love object an education in 
ethics, culture and morals. 

The writer espoused mod¬ 
esty, self-denial and Apolloni¬ 
an restraint to be among an 
artist’s chief virtues: “Plea¬ 
sure lies precisely in what 
one should not have.” Hence 
the outsider status for Gide’s 
gay heroes. 

The wonderful, resourceful 
“villain” Vautrin of Balzac’s

La Comedie Humaine is ana¬ 
lyzed, as well as gay themes 
in Shakespeare, Stendhal, 
Walt Whitman and Laurea- 
mont. 

When literary critics of his 
day tried to downplay or even 
completely erase the live-in 
love marriage between Rim¬ 
baud and Verlaine, an infuri¬ 
ated Gide wrote that “my re¬ 
solve is to make a posthu¬ 
mous masquerade impossible 
in my writings from here on¬ 
wards.” 

The “’zines” and gay peri¬ 
odicals, as well as the typical 
boulevard theatre of art nou¬ 
veau Paris, are delved into 
with gusto and glee. When in 
a contemporary play a charac¬ 
ter at curtain’s end does him¬ 
self in after discovering he’s 
gay, Gide drily quipped, “He 
must’ve been terribly busy 
not to have noticed his taste 
until then.” 

All lovers of Gide will 
want to scoop this work up 
for Pollard’s brilliant analyses 
of the great novels, but any¬ 
one intrigued by gay art and > 
history could not with good 
conscience be deprived of it 
either. ▼

Scott Shines in 
Season Opener

The San Francisco Track 
& Field Club started the 1992 
season on a golden note at the 
Ken Carnine Classic in Sacra¬ 
mento on April 25. 

Valerie Scott looked 
strong and steady as she 
dashed to a gold-medal finish 
in the 400 meters at 67.7, 
close to her personal best 
time in that event. In the 200 
meters, Scott kicked hard 
down the final 50 meters to 
finish in second place at 30.0 
seconds. Both marks trimmed 
seconds off her opening times 
last season, indicating she is 
well on her way to a “person¬ 
al-best season.” 

“I feel stronger than I did 
last season at this time,” Scott 
stated. “All the work we’ve 
put in during the off-season is 
really paying off. I hope to 
bring my time in the 400 
down to 65 or below this 
year.” 

Coaches Frank Demby 
and Hully .Fetico declared the 
first meet an unqualified suc¬ 
cess. “The whole team did a 
great job, and we not only 
surprised the competition but 
ourselves as well,” Demby 
said. 

Demby ran, his best sea- 
son-opener marks ever, a 12,1- 
second, silver-medal finish in 
the 100 meters and a 25.1 
fourth place in the 200 me¬ 
ters. Those times put Demby 
close to eclipsing his best per¬ 
formances of last season. 

Demby’s sister Michele 
also struck gold for the 
SFT&FC as she won her age 
group in the 100 meters with 
a time of 13.7 seconds. She 
came back later in the meet 
to add a silver medal to her 


collection, finishing second in 
the 200 meters in 30.2 sec¬ 
onds. 

Sophomore team member 
Ken Wun blasted off to an ex¬ 
cellent season-opener mark of 
56.1 seconds for first-place 
gold in the 400 meters. Wun 
has been hampered by a hip 
injury that kept him out of 
the 100 meters and the long 
jump; he chose instead to test 
the waters in the 400. He also 
grabbed a silver medal in the 
200 meters with a 25.0 clock¬ 
ing. 

Also running well for 
SFT&FC in the 100 and 200 
meters were Earl Bryant (sec¬ 
ond/12.4 and third/25.0, re¬ 
spectively) and Gary Thomp¬ 
son (fourth/13.1 and 
fourth/28.4, respectively). 

The club is currently prac¬ 
ticing at the new Kezar Stadi- 
um track on Tuesday and 
Thursday nights at 6 p.m. and 
Sunday mornings at 10 a.m.

hips would whip into barrel 
turns and shaking/vibrating 
torso drops would fall into 
rollicking squat-walks. 

Accompanied by the live 
percussion of Tom Rossi, 
which surged, converged and 
merged with Garrison’s 
movements to create an inter¬ 
esting hybrid language of 
dance, it is clear that Garrison 
is experimenting with a new¬ 
ly discovered dance “voice,” 
one which has unmistakable 
African roots. 

BCM III ended with what 
was undoubtedly the audi¬ 
ence’s favorite piece, In His 
Name, which was chore¬ 
ographed by Anthony Mar¬ 
shall and evocatively danced 
by the aforementioned Kevin 
Jeff. The piece was a tribute 
to, and was choreographed in 
memory of, Aron Dugger, a 
co-founder (with Jeff) of the 
Jubilation! Dance Company. 
Wearing only a dance belt 
and some sweat, the angular, 
muscular Jeff danced out his 
heart and soul to the music of 
Prince and Michael Pluzncik. 

It was a powerfully mov¬ 
ing tribute to a lost friend and 
colleague, full of pain, sorrow, 
redemption and survival. The 
program notes read, “And so 
... like our brother Mca-Re 
(the name of spiritual guid¬ 
ance that Dugger selected for 
himself), we are created in the 
image and likeness of the Fa¬ 
ther and must learn to live 
our lives in his name” It was 
a fitting end to a beautiful 
night of empowering art that 
made me feel that even in the 
darkest hour, there will be 
some light at the end of the 
tunnel. ▼
